Africans are not generally un­ 
reasonable, though smarting under wrongs, If you 
can fairly make tnem understand your claim to In­ 
nocence, and do not appear as having your ••back 
up.” The women here were particularly outspoken 
m asserting our Identity with the cruel strangers. 
On caiUngto one vociférous lady, who gave me the 
head trader’s name, to look at my color, and see u 
It were the same as his, she replied, with a bitter 
little laugh, ‘Then yon must be his iather.” The 
worst the men did was to turn out In force, armed 
with the» large spears and wooden shields, and 
show US out 01 Uieir dlstricu.

The country is extremely beanUful, but difficult 
to travel over.

which, as we worm our 
way along elephant walks, rub disagreeably on 
the aide of the face where Uie gun Is held, and the 
band is made sore by fending it oir the other side for 
hours. The rains were fairly set In by November; 
and In the mornings, or after a shower, these leaves 
were loaded with moisture which wet us to the 
bone. The valleys are deeply undulating, aud In 
each Innumerable dells have to be crossed. There 
may be only a thread of water at the tmttom, but 
the mud, mire or (seotttcr) "glaur” is grievous; 
thirty or forty yards of the path on each side of the 
stream are worked 
by 
the

gers Into an adhesive compound.

one 
may 
waddle 
a 
little 
distance 
along, 
but the rank crop of grasses, gingers and bushes 
cannot spare the few Inches of soU required for the 
side of the foot, and down be comes into the slough. 
The path often runs along the bed of the rivulet 
for sixty or more yards, as If he who first cut It out 
went that distance seeking for n part ot the forest 
less dense for his axe. In other oases the muale 
palm, from which here, as In Madagascar, grass- 
cloth is woven and called by the same name, 
••lamba,” has taken possession ot the valley. The 
leaf stalks, as thick as a strong man’s arm, fall off 
and block np all passage save by a path made and 
mixed up by the feet of elephants and buualoes 
the slougii therein is groan-compelling and deep. 
Every now and then the traders, with rueful 
faces, stand panting; the sweat trickles down my 
face, and I suppose that I look as grim as they, 
though I try to cheer them with the hope that good 
prices will reword them at the coast for ivory ob- 
telued with so much tolL In some cases the sub­ 
soil has given way beneath the elephant’s enor­ 
mous weight; the deep hole is filled with mud, and 
one, taking it all to be about calf deep, steps in to 
the top of the thigh, and naps on to a seat soft 
enough, out not luxurious; a merry laugh relaxes 
the facial muscles, though I have no other reason 
for it than that it is better to laugh than to cry. 
Home of the numerous rivers which in this region 
flow Into Lualaba are covered with living vegcublo 
bridges—« species of dark glossy-leaved grass, 
with Its roots and leaves, felts itself Into a mat that 
covers the whole stream. When stepped upon It 
yields twelve or flfteeen Inches, and that amount 
of water rises up on the leg. At every step the 
foot has to be raised high enough to place it on the 
unbent mass In front. This high stepping fatigues 
like walking on deep snow. Here and there holes 
appear which we could not sound with a stick six 
feet long; they gave the impression that anywhere 
one inlght plnisp through and finish the chap­ 
ter. Where the water Is shallow the lotus, or 
Illy, sends its roots to the bottom and 
Its broad leaves over the floating bridge so 
ai to moke believe that the mat is Its own, but the 
grass referred to Is the real felting and snpportlug 
agent, for It often performs duty as bridge where 
no lilies grow. The bridge is called by Manyema 
•*klntefwetefwe,” as If he who first coined It was 
gasping for breath alter plunging over a mUe of it. 
Between each district of Manyema large belts of 
the primeval forest still stand. Into these the snn, 
though vertical, cannot penetrate, except by send­ 
ing down at midday thin pencils of rays Into the 
gloom. The rain water stands for months In stag­ 
nant pools made by the feet of elephants; and the 
dead leaves decay on the damp soil, and make the 
water of the numerous rivulets of the color of 
strong tea. The climbing plants, from the size of 
whipcord to that of a man-of-war's hawser, are so 
numerous the ancient path is the only passage. 
When one of the giant trees falls across tbe road it 
forms a wall breast high to be oMmbed over, and 
tlie mass of tangled ropes brought down makes 
cutting a path round It a work of time which travel­ 
lers never undertake. 
The shelter of the forest from the snn makes It 
pleasant, but the roots oi trees high out of the soil 
sress tlie jiaih keep the eyes, ox^like? 
ground. 
The trees are so high that a good 
shot-guB does no barm to parrots or guinea 
fowls on their tops, and they are often so 
closely planted that I 
have 
heard 
gorillas, 
here colled “sokos,” growling about fifty yards 
off without getting a glimpse of them. 
His 
nest is a poor contrivance; It exhibits no more 
architectural skill than the nest of our Cushat dove. 
Here the “soko” sits In pelting rain, with his bands 
over Ills head. The naUves give him a good charac­ 
ter, and from what I have seen he deserves it, bat 
they call his nest his house, and laugh at lilm for 
being such a fool as to build a house and not go be­ 
neath it for shelter. 
Bad water ánd frequent wettings told on os all, 
by choleraic symptoms and loss of flesh. Mean­ 
while the news of cheap Ivory caused a sort of Cali­ 
fornia gold fever at Ujijl, and we were soon over­ 
taken by a horde nnmbering OOO muskets, all eager 
for the precious tusks. Tliesc had been left by the 
Manyema In the Interminable forests where the 
animals bad been slain. The natives knew where 
they lay, and if treated civilly readUy brought 
them, many half rotten, or gnawed by a certain ro­ 
dent to sharpen his tcetb, as London rats do on 
leaden pipes. I had already In this journey two 
severe lessons that travelling In an unhealthy cli­ 
mate in the ruiny season is ktlllng work. By gettlug 
drenched to the skin once too often in Marunga I 
had pneumonia, the Illness to which 1 have re­ 
ferred, and that w.as worse than ten fevers—that Is, 
fevers treated by oui- medicine and not by the dirt 
snpp’led to Bishop Mackenzie at the Cape as the 
same. Besides being unwilling to bear the new 
comers company, I feared that by fuitber exposure 
In the rains the weakness might result in some­ 
thing worse. 
I went seven days southwest, or a llltlo back­ 
wards, to a camp formed by the head men of the 
Ivory horde, and on the 7th February went into 
winter quarters. I found these men as civil and 
kind as I could wish. 
A letter from the Hnltnn of Zanzibar, which I owe 
to the kind offices of sir Bartle Frere, has been of 
immense service to me wifli most of bis subjects. I 
had no medicine: but rest, shelter, imlllng all the 
water I used, and a new potato, found among the 
natives, as restoraiive.s, soon put me all right. 
Tlie rains continued Into July and IlYty-elght 
Inches fell. The mud from the clayey soil was awful, 
aud It laid up some of the strongest men. In splto 
of their intense eagerness for ivory. 
I lost no time after It was feasible to travel in 
preparing to follow the river, but my attendants 
were fed and lodged by the slave women, whose 
husbands were away from the camp on trade, and 
pretended to fear golug Into a canoe. 
I consented 
TO refrain from buying one. They then pretended 
to fear the people, though the Inhabltnnts all along 
the Lualaba were reported by the slaves to be re-

country, and kill nniny slaves. If the foot Is placed 
on the groima blood flows, and every night a <lis- 
charge of bloody Ichor taxes place, with pain that 
prevents sleep. The walling of the poor slaves with 
ulcers that eat through everything, even bone, is 
one of the night sounds of a slave camp. They are 
probably tilled to fever. 
1 have been minute, even to triviality, that Your 
Lordship may have a clear idea of the difficulties 
of exploration lu this region. Satlsfaclorv prog­ 
ress could only be made In canoes, with men ,ac- 
onstomed to work. 1 tried hard to get o'her men 
at Ujljl, but all the traders were eager to secure 
the carriers for-themSoives, and circulated the re­ 
port that 1 would go from Manyema to my own 
country and leave ray people to ahitt for themselves, 
like Iteeke; they knew pcvfeo.tly that Hpeke’s men 
left liliiu first, it was like the case of cortain Mako- 
lolo who left me on the Shire and refused to carry 
bock tbe medli Ine to their chief, for which they 
bad come. I was afterwards accused by men simi­ 
lar to the rjlilans of having abaadoned them, 
though 1 gave then cattle even after they deserted 
me—these being the wealth that they value most 


^faiilng to obuin other men at UJIJI, 1 might have 
waited in comfort there till those for whom 1 had 
written should come from the coast, and my great 
weakness almost demanded that 1 should d« so; 
but 1 had then, as now, an intense desire U> finish 
the work and retire. But on learniog some parts 
of the history of the Lewalc, or Arab Govcimor, of 
Uayanyembe, I had grave suspicions tbat tny letters 
would be destroyed. He conducted tne first Eng­ 
lish expedition from Zanzibar to Ujljl and Uvlra, 
and back again to the coast, and was left unpaid 
tUl the Indian government took the m atter up and 
sent him $l,ooo. He seems to be naturally im Ill- 
conditioned mortal—a hater of the English. When 
1 sent a stock of goods to be placed in depot at 
Ujm to await my arrival, the Banyamwczl porters, 
as usual, brought tnem houestly to Dnyanyembe; 
the governor then gave them In charge to his 
slave Haloom, wbo slopped the caravan ten days in 
the way here, while he plundered it and went off to 
buy Ivory for his master In Karaguo. U was evi­ 
dent that be would do what be could to prevent 
evidence of the plundering from going to the coast: 
and tals agent at Ujljl, who knew ailthls, though I 
did not, after 1 had paid him In full all he asked to 
send the packet with about forty letters, returned 
It back to mo with the message ‘‘that he did not” 
know what 
words these 
letters 
contulnod. 
Two of my friends protested strongly, and he 
took the packet. When 1 learned the character oi 
the Governor I lost hope of any letters going to the 
coast, and took back my deserters, making allow­ 
ance tor their early education and for the fact that 
they did well after Musa fieU up to the time a black 
Arab, who had long been a prisoner with Cazembe. 
joined us. He encouraged them to desert and 
harbored them, and when they relented on seeing 
me go off to Bangwcolo with only four followers, 
and proposed to follow roe, he dissnadcd them ny 
the gratuitous assertion that there was war In the 
....................I was going; and ho did many 
think discreditable, though 
he got his liberty solely by the Infliience 1 brought 
to Cazembe. Yet, judged by the East African Mos­ 
lem standard, as he ought to be, and not by ours, 
he is a very good man, and as I havo learned to 
keep my own oonnsel among them, 1 never deemed 
It prudent to come to a rupture witUthc old “uc’cr- 
do-welL” 
Compelled to Inactivity here for many months, I 
offered fl.OOO to some of the traders for the loan of 
ten of their people. This is more than that num­ 
ber of men ever obtain, but tbelr imaginations were 
Inflamed, and each expected to make a fortune by 
the ivory now lying rotting in the forests, and none 
would consent te my proposlflon till his goods 
should be all expended and no hope of more ivory 
remained. 
1 lived in what may be called the Tipperary of 
Manyema, and they arc certainly a bloody people 
among themselves. But they are very far from 
being in appearance like the ogly negroes on the 
West Coast. Finely formed beads are common, and 
generally men and women aro vastly superior to 
the slaves of Zanzibar and elsewhere. We must go 
deeper than phrenology to account fbr their low 
moral tone. If they are cannibals they are not os- 
teatatlously so. The neighboring tribes all assert 
that they are men-eatcrs, and they themselves 
iRiightngfy admit tho charge. But they like to Im­ 
pose ou the credulous, and they showed the skull 
of a recent victim to horrify one of my people. I 
found It tobe the skull ofagorllla, orsoko—the first 
I knew of its existence here—and this they do eat. 
If 1 had believed a tenth of what 1 heard from 
traders, I might never have entered the country. 
Their people told tales with shocking circumstan­ 
tiality, as if of eye witnesses, that conld not be 
committed to paper, or even spoken about beneath 
the breaUi. Indeed, one wishes them to vanish 
from memory. But fortunately I was never fright­ 
ened In lufaucy with ‘‘bogle,” and am not liable to 
attacks of wliat may almost be called ‘‘bogie- 
phobla;” for the patient, In a ]>aroxysra, beUeves 
everything horrible, If only It be ascribed to the 
possessor of a black skin. 
1 have not yet been able to make np my mind 
whetlier the Manyema .are cannibals or not. I have 
offered goods of sum» lent value to tempt any of 
them to call mo to see a cannibal feast In the dark 
forests where these orgies are said to bo held, bat 
hitherto In vain. All the real evidence yet ob­ 
tained would elicit from a Bcotcb jury the verdict 
only of ‘‘not proven,”

My ItoBD-I wrote a very burned letter on the 
28th ult., and sent It by a few men who bad resolved 
to run the risk of passing through contending par­ 
ties of Banyamwczl and mainland Arabs at Unya- 
nyembe, wnich is some twenty days east of this. 
1 had jnet come off a tramp of more than four hun­ 
dred miles, beneath a vertical torrid sun, and waa 
so jaded in body and mind by being forced back by 
faithless, cowaidly attendants that 1 could have 
written little more though the messengers had not 
been in such a hnrry to depart as they were. I have 
now tbe prospect of sending this safely to the coast 
by a friend; but so many of my letters have disap­ 
peared at Unyauyembe when entrusted to tbe care 
oftheLewale, or Governor, who is merely the trade 
agent of certain Banians, that I shall consider that 
or tbe 28th as one oftiie unfortunates and give in tbM 
as much as 1 can recall. 
I havs ascertained that the watershed of the Nile 
is a broad upland between ton degrees and twelve 
degrees south latitude, and from 4,000 to 6,000 feet 
above the level of tho sea. Mountains stand on It 
at vnrtous points, which, thongb not apparsntly 
very high, are between 0,000 and 7,000 Jbet of ac­ 
tual altitude. The watorsbo»! Is over 700 miles in 
length, from west to oast. The springs that rise on 
It arc almost Innum erable-that Is, It would take a 
large part of a man’s Ufe to count them. A bird’s- 
eye view of some parts of the watershed would re­ 
semble the frost vegetation on window panes. They 
aU begin in an ooze at Ute head of a sllgbtly dc. 
pressed valley. 
A few hundred yards down the 
quantity of water from oozing earthen sponge forms 
a brisk perennial bum or brook a few feet broad, 
and deep enough to require a bridge. These are 
the ultimate or primary sources of the great rivers 
tbat flow to the north in the great Nile valley. 
The primaries unite and form streams lu general 
larger than the isle at Oxford or Avon at Hamilton, 
and may be called secondary sources. They never 
dry, but unite again Into lour large lines oi drain-

Mr Lord—I became aware of Mr. Young’s search 
expedition only In February last, and that by a pri­ 
vate letter from Sir BtXerlck Murchison. Though 
late in expressing my thankfulness, 1 am not tbe 
lees sincere in now saying that I feel extremely 
obliged to Her Majesty’s government, to the Admi­ 
ralty, to Captain Richards, to Sir Roderick Murchi­ 
son, to Mr. Young and all concerned in promoting 
the kind and rigorous luqulry after my fate. Had 
tho low tone of morality among the East African 
Mohammedans been known Musa's tale would have 
received but little attentton. Musa Is perhaps a 
little belter than the aywage low-class Moslem, but 
all are notorious for faWhood and heavtlessuess. 
When on the Snlre wo were In the hublt of swing­ 
ing the vessel out Into midstream every evening, 
In order that the air set in motion by the current 
of the river might jtass through her entire length 
the whole 
night long. 
One morning Musa's 
brother-in law 
stepped 
loto 
tho 
water 
In 
order 
to 
swim 
off 
for

and was seized 
by a crocodile; the poor fellow held up Ids 
hand, us If imploring assistance, lu vain.

At another lime, 
when we were at Senona, a slave woman was 
seized by a croro«llIe; four Makololo rushed in un- 
bldflen and rescued her, though they knew nothing 
about her. Long experience loads me to look on 
these IncWlenti as typical of the two races. The 
race of mLxed blood possesses the vices of both 
parents and the virtues of neither. I have had 
more service 
out of low-class Moslems than 
any one else. The Baron Van dor Dccken was 
plundered of all hit goods by this class In an at­ 
tempt to go to Nyassa. 
as it was evidently done 
I with the connivance of his Arab guide, Syed Majid 


Lualaba, which, if not too pedantic, may be spoken 
of as lacustrine rivers, extant specimens of those 
which, in pre-hlstorlc times, abounded in Africa, 
and which In tho south are still called by Bechu- 
anas “Melapo,” In tbe north, by Arabs, ‘‘Wadys;” 
both words meaning tno same thing—river bed In 
which no water ever now flows. Two of the four 
great rivers mentioned fall into the ountral Lua- 
laba, or Webb’s Lake Klver, smi then we have but 
two main lines of drainage us depleted nearly by 
Ptolemy. 
The prevailing winds on the watershed are from 
the southeast. This is easily obsiTVod by the direc­ 
tion of the branches, and the humidity of the cli­ 
mate is apparent in the numbers of llnchons which 
make the upland forest look like the mangrove 
swamps on the coast.

He was not be­ 
lieved because be reported that in passing round 
Ubya he had the sun on bis light hand. This, to us 
who have gone round the Cape from east to west, 
stamps hiB fale as genuine. 
The predecessors ol Ptolemy probably gained their 
information from men who visited this very reglou, 
for In the second century of our era he gave In sub­ 
stance what we now find to be gen nine geographv. 
The sprlngs of the Nile, rising lu ten degrees to 
twelve degrees south latitude, and their water col­ 
lecting Into two large lacnstrlne rivers, and other 
facts, could have been learned only from primitive 
traveUers or traders—the true discoverers of what 
emperors, Kings, philosophers, aU tho great minds 
of antiquity, longed to know, and longed in vain. 
In a letter o f November, 1870, now enclosed, I 
have tried to give an Idea of the difflcultloB cn

Webb’s Lua­ 
laba, In the centre ol the Nile valley, makes a great 
bend to the west, soon after leaving Uko Moeio, 
of at least 180 miles; then, turning to tho north

It Is the fourth large lake In the central 
line ofdrainage, and cannot he Lake Albert; for, 
assuming Bpeke’s longitude of Ujljl to be pretty 
correct, and my reckoning not enormously wrong, 
the great central lacustrine river Is about five 
degrees west of Upper and Lower Tanganyika. 
TOe mean ot many barometric and hoUlng-polnt 
observations made Upper Tanganyika 2,880 feet 
high. Respect for Speke’s memory made me haz­ 
ard the conjectnre that he found It to be nearly tlie 
•amo, hut from the habit of writing the Annum 
Domini a mere sUp of the nen made him say 1,844 
feet; bnt I have more confidence In the barometers 
than In the boiling points, aud they make Tangany­ 
ika over 3,000 feet, and tho lower part of Central 
Lualaba one Inch lower, or about tbe altitude 
ascribed to Oondokoro.

The Arahs are nearlw 
an in debt to tho Banians, and the Banian slavea 
are employed in ferreting out every trade transao 
lion of tho debtors» and when watched by Gover­ 
nors’ slaves and Custom House officers UU scArcel» 
possible Oor even this cunning, deceltlul race to 
escape being flcecod. 
To avoid tlils, many snr- 
render all their ivory to their Banian creditors, and 
are allowed to keen or soli the slaves as their shars 
of the profits. It will readily be perceived that the 
prospect of in any way coming under tbe power oC 
Banian BrltUh subjects at Zanzibar 1s very far from 
reassnrlng. 
The packet above reterred to waa never more 
heard of, but a man called Musa Kamaah bad been 
employed to drive some buffaloes for me from the 
coMt, and on leaving Ujljl the same day the paekct 
wits delivered for transmission I gave him a short 
letter, dated May, 1S60, which he concealed on his 
person, knowing that on Its production ills wages 
depended. He had been a spectator of the plon- 
dering of my goods by the Governor’s slave Saloom, 
and received a share to bold his peace. He was de­ 
tained for months at Unyanyeinbe by the Governor, 
and even sent back to Ujljl on bis private business, 
be'belng Ignorant all the while tbui. Kamaah pos­ 
sessed the secreted letter. It wqa tbe only docn- 
ment of more than forty that readied Zanzibar. It 
made known In some measure my wants, out mw 
checks on Bombay for money were In the lost 
packet, and Lndha, the rich Banian, was employed 
to fUrnlBh on credit all the goods and a«lvancca 
of pay for tho men required In the expedition. 
Ludba Is, perhaps, the best of all the Uaniana 
of Zanzibar, bnt be applied to All bin Salem, tba 
brother of his agent the Governor, to furnish two 
head men to conduct tho goods and men tor 
Ujljl and beyond It, wherever I might be there re­ 
ported to be. He rcoomuiended Shereef Bosber anA 
Awatbc as first an<l second conductors ol the cara­ 
van. Shereef, the Governor, and the Governor’# 
brother being ‘‘birds of one feather,” the conse­ 
quences might have been foretold. No sooner did 
Shereef obtain command than be went to one Mn- 
hamad Nassur, a '/.anzlbar-born Banian or Hindoo.* 
and bo advanced twcnty-llve Boxes of soap and 
eight cascH of brandy for trade. He then went to 
Bagomoyo, on the mainland, upd received from two 
BanlauH there, wlioae names are to be unknown, 
quantities ol opium aud gunpowder, which, with 
tho soap and brandy, wove to be retailed by siiereef 
on the journey. In the Bagomoyo Banian’s house 
Shereef broke the soapboxes and stowed the con­ 
tents and tbe opium In my bales of caUco, In order 
that tbe uagazi or carriers paid by mo should carry 
them. 
Oluor pagazl wore employed 
to carrv 
tbe cases of brandy and kegs of gunpowder, and 
paid with my cloth, llencetorth all the expenses 
of the journey were defraye»! oat of my erop- 
crty, and while retailing the barter goods of 
Ills Banian accoiiipllcos he was In no hurry to re­ 
lieve my wants, but spent Iburteen months be­ 
tween the const and Ujljl, a »«>aniicp which could 
easUy have tieen accomplished In three. 
Making 
every allowance for detention bv sickness in tho 
party, and by semling back for upffi to replace tho 
ttrst pagazl, who perished by cholera, tne delays 
were qnlte sliameless. Two mqntlia at one spot,' 
two months at another place, and two months at a 
third, Mdthout reason oxcopt desire to retail his 
brandy, *c., which some simple people think Mos­ 
lems never drink, bnt bo was ablo to send back, 
from Unyanyembo over £flO worth of Ivory—the 
pagazl again paid from my stores. Ho then ran 
riot with the snppilos. all the way purchasing tha 
roost expensive food for blmsetf. his slaves, Ida 
W'omcn, the country afforded. When he reached 
Ujljl bis retail trade for tho Banians and hlinscU 
was flraslicd, and In defiance of his engagement to 
fellow wherever I led, and men from a camp eight 
days beyond Bambarre went to Ujlll and reported

In another case they were two hours in Ihe water, 
and they could see nothing In the rornsi, aud noth­ 
ing In the Balegga country, but oufi- mouut.aln, 
packed closely to the back of another:, without 
end. and a very hot fountain In one oi the< valleys. 
I fonnd continual wading In mud grlevoo.s: for 
the iir.st time in iny life my feet felled. 
vVhen 
torn by hard trnvcf, lustead of healing kiHt.'ly, 
os hereUiford, Irritable eating ulcers fuslencd on 
each loot. The people were Invariably civil, and 
even kind f for, curiously enough, the Zanzibar 


supernatural. 
The effect of gun-shot on a goat 
was shown In order to convince them thai the 
traders had power, and that the Instruments they 
carried were not, as they Irnagiuert. the mere 
insignia or ohicftalnshlp; they looked up to the 
skies and offered to biing Ivory to purchoso the 
charlii hy which llglitajng wgs firawn down: 
and

on seeing Banyamwezl's

There Is not a single great chief In all Manyemti. 
No matter what name 
the 
different

sions Of people bear—Manyema, Balegga, Bablre, 
Bazirc, Bakooe—there is no political cohesión; not 
one king or kingdom. Each head man is inde­ 
pendent of every other. The people are Industrious, 
and most of them cultivate the soli largely. We 
found them everywhere very honest. 
When de­ 
tained at Bambarre we had to send our goats and 
fowls to the Manyema vlBagea, to prevent them 
IM-Ing all stolen by the Zanzibar slaves. Ibc slave 
owners had to do the same. 
Manyema land Is the only country in Central 
Africa 1 have seen where cotton Is uot coltlvated, 
spun and woven. The clothing Is that known In 
Madagascar as “lambas” or grass cloth, made from 
the leaves of the “Mualc” palm. 
They call the good spirit above “Ngnln,” or the 
Great One. and tbe spirit of evil, who resides m the 
deep, “Molambu.” A hot fountain near Bambarre 
Is supposed to belong to this being, the anthor of 
death by drowning and other mlsfprtun^

The 
vlUany of saddling on mo all tho expenses of their 
retail venture of soap, hrandy, opium and gunpow­ 
der was perpetrated lu oprn day, and could not es­ 
cape the notice of the paid agents of the Consul; hut 
how this matter was concealed from him, and also 
tho dishonest characters of Syed bin AH Buraschld 
and Shereef, It Is difflsult to conceive. The oft- 
repoaled asseveration of Shereel that he acted 
throughout on the advice of Ludha may have a ray 
of truth m It. But a little gentle pressure on Hyeif 
Burgliash, the present Sultan, wlllprolmbly ensure 
the puoUhment of Shereef, though It Is also highly 
probable that he will take refuge ucar the Governor 
of UDvanvembe till the affair blows over. If the rlcb 
Banian English subject» bo compelled to refund, thia 
alono will deter them from again plundering tho 
servants of a govornmcnt wlGcb goes to great ex­ 
pense for ttielr protection. 
I will now proceed to narrate In as few words an 
possible how I liave been baffled by the Human 
slaves sent by Ludha, Instead of men.

There aj^ieara to be sufficient authority for 
the statement that the Mikado of Japan reaUy 
contemplates visiting Europe and the United 
States. This news oomes recently and authori­ 
tatively from Japan. The Mikado was making 
a journey through the southern portion of his 
Empire, and when this shall be ended he will, 
it is said, embark for Europe, and, after hav­ 
ing visited that Oontinent, will eome to the 
United States, from whence he will return 
home by the way of San Francisco and 
the Pacific Ocean. The announcement of such 
a remarkable event would astonish us if any­ 
thing could be regarded very astonishing in 
this eventftil age. 
A few years ago only the 
Japanese Empire was like a sealed book to the 
rest of the world. 
Foreigners, who were 
regarded as barbarians, were excluded from 
the sacred soil of Japan. 
Foreign intercourse 
was interdicted, except on the very edge of 
the Empire at one or two ports, and with only 
a few traders specially licensed. 
The Japan­ 
ese were really more exclusive and suspicions 
and jonlous of foreigners than the Chinese. 
The Mikado, who was looked upon as a 
demigod, and who has been all along the 
spiritual chief—the Pope, or more than Pope— 
of Japon, was too sacred a person for profane 
eyes to look upon. 
But the surprising and 
unparalleled revolution in Japan within the 
lost few years has made a wonderful change. 
Our readers ore informed of the facte gener- 
oUy, and it is unnecessary to recite the details 
of this remarkable history. 
The Mikado, as 
is known, is still the spiritual chief of Japan, 
and is regarded with much reverence as such, 
though he has, since the deposition of the 
Tycoon and the Daimios, become the secular 
ruler os well. 
This is the religions potentate 
and Emperor of forty millions of people or 
more who, it is said, intends visiting Europe 
and America. We should sooner have expected 
the Pope of Borne to leave Italy and cross the 
seas. 
Yet, when we look at the character, 
liberal views, love of knowledge, progressive 
ideas and ambition of this young Mikado, we 
should not be astonished to see him in the 
United States. 
The important embassies that 
have been sent from Japan to the Western na­ 
tions, and which were here recently, were in­ 
tended, it is reported, to prepare the way for 
the Mikado’s visit. 
Now, in view of the Mikado coming here, or 
of even entertaining such a thought, our gov­ 
ernment onght to extend a cordial invitation 
to him and to offer the finest national ship— 
tho Wabash, for example—to bring him across 
the Atlantic. 
Let this be done in the name of 
the government and American people, and in 
the proper dignified way, agreeable to Japanese 
ideas, and it might have the effect of indncing 
the Mikado to come if even he should be un­ 
decided. 
As the guest of tho government and 
with government officials to accompany him 
and to advise his movements, he would not be 
annoyed by undue curiosity of the people or 
be subject to the “ bombastic 
reception” 
which a British contemporary cynically says 
were given here to tho Japanese Embassy. 
He could be as free or as reserved as he miglit 
please, and due respect would be paid to his 
character and position, just as much as there 
would be to the Pope were he to come to 
America. 
He would receive, doubtless, the 
most coasiderato and exalted attentions in 
Europe, and this great nation could show him 
as much respect, though less ostentation, 
pcrhaiis, than the tronsatlantio monarchies. 
The Mikado, though a young man, is one of 
the most liberal and progressive rulen of the 
world, and would appreciate the hearty repub­ 
lican welcome we should give him. 
But 
apatl from the proper courtesy that should bo 
extended to so distingnished a person there 
would be a profound and far-seeing policy in 
making him the guest of the nation in the 
manner wo have proposed. 
There is 
thing of a republican basis to the institutions 
of Japan, and the late revolution, which has 
placed the Mikado in supreme secular au­ 
thority as wcfil 08 spiritual, has enlarged that 
and made tho government more popular. 
We 
may imagine, then, with what interest he 
would view the working of republican institu­ 
tions in this country. 
Though he may be, 
from his education and position, inclined to 
favor something of tho absolutist or monarchi­ 
cal principle of government, and though he 
might be somewhat impressed with the gilded 
entounige of royalty in Europe, he would not 
fail to notice the universal freedom, happiness 
and prosperity of the United States. 
He would 
in all probability see that this happy condition 
an<i the wouderful progress and future of our 
country are tho result chiefly of free govern­ 
ment, in which all the people participate. 
It is evident from the liberal conduct of the 
Mikado and the surprising changes he has 
nuule in Japan that he desires above all things 
tho improvement and welfare of his people. 
Would ho not, 
then, 
leave 
the United 
States with more enlarged views of lib­ 
erty and progress than he can obtain in 
Europe? 
He would go home, probably, 
with a determination to imitate as far as prac­ 
ticable and OS consistent with his own position 


j the principles of government he would find 
I operating so well here^ K frosh impulse would 
I be given to the liberd movements in Japan. 


I That ancient and formerly exclusive Empird 
i would be rapidly advanced in civilization; 


I and this wo^d prove a now era in tho re-

China, which is popu- 
I lated by the same race as Japan and contiguous 
to it, must soon feel the influence. 
The stu­ 
pendous results of such a movement can 
hardly be imagined. 
The visit of the Mikado 
to Eurf'[>e and the United States, and to tho 
! Uuited .States especially, would be, no doubt, 
an imi»ortant step in revolutionizing the Mon- 
¡ golian and Asiatic nations—of empires that 
¡ embrace half the human family or more. 
I Such an event as the visit of tho Mikiulo, if it 
I can be brought about by any means, would 


j eclipse in its consequences, probably, any 
event of modem times. 
If this Emperor—for 
he 
is 
Emperor 
now—could be sure of 
leading a 
stable 
government 
at home, 
and of the fidelity of his people during his 
absence, he might acquire a greater name in 
history than any Asiatic ruler over acquired 
by the journey wljÁoh it is said ho contem­ 
plates. 
At all events, tho government at 
Washington should neither hesitate nor delay 
In extending an invitation to him to come to 
this country and in offering the finest ship in 
the navy to convey him here. 
Wo have referred to the moral and civilizing 
effects likely to flotf from suck 9» ovont» but 


if we would be more selfish we might urge 
government action and expenditure, with a 
view to our trade and oommeroial prospeots In 
Japan and Asia generally. 
Though the United 
States are separated from that part of tho 
world by the broad Pacific, the people there 
are becoming every year more and more our 
neighbors. 
We have already regular steam­ 
ship communication with them, and iNa time 
of transit is only about twenty days. 
They 
are much 
nearer to os, 
both in time 
and distance, 
than to any of the other 
great commercial and civilized nations of the 
world. 
They have learned to recognize ns as 
their nearest neighbors. 
Trade with them is 
snsceptibls of almost indefinito expansion. 
There is no reason why this country should 
not have the largest share of Asiatic commerce. 
The tendency is to bring that 
All we need is 
a proper appreciation of the value of that 
trade and a liberal government and commer­ 
cial policy to secure it 
We include in the 
scope of our vision the vast Chinese Empire 
as well as Japan and the other countries of 
Asia. It will not be long before several steam­ 
ship lines may be regularly and profitably em­ 
ployed between San Francisco and other ports 
on the Pacific and in these Asiatic countries. 
Nor will it be many years before telegraph 
cables will pat us in instant communication 
with them. 
While we have lost for a time at 
least, the best portion of the stoamship busi­ 
ness with Europe, we possess advantages on 
the other side of the Continent that con be 
used to great profit unless we neglect them. 
Tho empire of commerce on and across 
the 
Pacific 
is 
within 
our 
roach 
if we seize the opportunities presented. 
And, 
here again, it is in this point of view that we 
urge the government as well as our merchants 
to cultivate the most friendly and intimate re­ 
lations with Japan first of all, and, finally, with 
all the other nations of Asia. 
Nothing could 
do more to this end than tho visit of the Mi­ 
kado to the United States. 
Let the step we 
have suggested be taken, and, whether the Mi­ 
kado comes or not, a cordial invitation from 
our government would bo appreciated and

We publish in to-day’s H ebald a series of 
interesting and important despatches from 
Doctor Livingstone to the English Foreign 
Office, addressed personally to Earls Granville, 
Clarendon and Derby (Lord Stanley), and 
to Dr. 
Kirk, 
at 
Zanzibar. 
These are 
the letters carried to England by our corre­ 
spondent, Mr. Stanley, and duly delivered as 
requested by Dr. Livingstone. 
Entirely cor­ 
roboratory of the letters addressed by the 
great explorer to the editor of the Hkbabd, 
they contain a mass of fresh information 
regarding the topography of the savage coun­ 
tries 
in which 
he 
has paned the last 
six years. 
Pictures of the strange lands start 
out oocasionally in recounting his journeys 
through primeval forest, wading through fear­ 
ful swampe, crossing natural bridges of grass 
(kintofwetwe) over rivers, wending his way 
along at the foot of great mountain chains, or 
toiling painiuUy amid jungles of grass tea and 
twelve feet high. 
It will be observed in reading these letters 
that Dr. Livingstone writes In the same free 
and easy manner which he used In his oom- 
mnnications to the H ebald, pointed as they 
were with apt, homely illustration of an 
occasional 
Highland flavor, 
which, while 
it 
savors 
of 
the 
abandon 
of 
the 
traveller among rude surroundings, never 
obscures the 
fine 
nature 
of 
the man 
or his singleness 
of purpose. 
Overflow­ 
ing with animal spirits, occasionally almost 
boyish in his mirth, even at his own misfor­ 
tunes, he can tom with deep feeling to paint 
the horrors of the murder of the Manyema by 
the Arab slave-traders, the flight of the Man­ 
yema from slavery to death in the deep waters 
of the Lualaba, and the heartrending sight of 
villages in flames and the villagers driven off 
like cattle to tho slave mart at Zanzibar. 
His acknowledgment of the services of 
the Hebald in his behalf is a touching 
tribute, in whose heartfelt language every 
intelligent being in tho world will see a 
man high above the narrow bounds of race 
and country, to rescue whom from wont imd 
death is a high honor and worthy all the toil 
or money it could coet to earn i t 
Mr. Stanley, the commander of tho Hebald 
Search Expedition in Africa, again addressed 
the members of the British Association at 
Brighton yesterday. 
He related the travels 
and discoveries which have been endured and 
perfected by Dr. Livingstone during tho past 
six years. 
An English gentleman, who bad

near the

Captain Speke, during 
the

the year 1863 to the year 1865, thought 
proper to question the correctness of the ob- 
servatious and conclusions of the famous 
traveller; 
but it is apporent that the more 
modem report of the aged British exile in tho 
cause of science, as it was presented by our 
representative, was well received, 
despite

Sir 
Henry Rawlinson acknowledged the value of 
Mr. Stanley’s services in a very cordial man­ 
ner. 
The American gentlemaá was rabse- 
auentl^ introduced to His exjffajesty Napolwn 
the T hir^ Eugenie aud tlie Prince u u ^riai of 
France so that we find the combined cause of 
science and humanity is being rapidly elevated 
above the influence of personal cavil, and the 
first consequences of tho union made interest­ 
ing to all classes of society, without distinction 
of nationality or rank.

hooting down the Greeley orator

At Oentralia, in one of the Pennsylvania 
mining districts, a crime was perpetntod on 
the night of the 14th instant which belongs to 
a class that must be trampled out on the free 
SOÜ of America. A certain number of miners, 
it appears, went to work in oppoeition to the 
insolent dictation of some secret Ubor organ­ 
ization known there as the “Molly Maguires,” 
and a mvrderous ambush, by which one man 
out of a party of six was toft for dead with 
seventeen buckshot in his body, was the lesolt. 
No clew, we are informed, has been obtained 
of the identity or whereabouts of the skulking 
would-be murderers. 
This is disheartening 
and a direct disgrace to the authorities of the 
place. 
Labor combinations are all very well 
to regulate the price of bbor by fair means; 
but when the mask, the musket and the 
bludgeon are the main arguments with which 
men seek to impress their convictions upon 
fellow workmen they become an insi^iporta- 
ble tyranny. 
In England, some years since, a Parlia­ 
mentary inquiry 
into 
labor outrages 
at 
Sheffield 
disclosed 
the 
workings 
of 
a 
system 
of 
organized 
murder, 
which 
stortled that virtuous country with a record of 
maiming and assassination that left the Thug- 
gism of India a good deal in tho shade. 
Men 
were killed or had an arm or a leg blown off 
if they became obnoxious to this Anglo-Saxon 
Vehm Gericht.” Tools and machinery were 
destroyed and houses blown up, and terror 
was everywhere the portion of the laborer as 
well as the employer. 
The murders were 
accomplished at about ten pounds sterling a 
head, which was dispensed by an innkeeper 
named Broadhead, who decided when, where 
and on whom the “rattening” process was to 
be carried out. An almost complete immu­ 
nity from punishment prevailed, and the 
history of cowardly crime which came out bit 
by bit was only reached by an understanding 
that no witness before the Commission should 
be indicted for anything he confessed. 
The 
blood of religious England ran cold at the 
recital, but Sheffield was rid, for the time at 
least, of its labor tyrants. 
Now, we emphatically protest against Broad- 
headism or “rattening” being introduced into 
this Republic, where the ballot is in the hands 
of the workingman and all the legal and moral 
influences at hand by which capital can bo 
compelled to give a fair day’s wages for a fair 
day’s work. 
The pauper paid cutlers of Shef­ 
field pleaded the utter impossibility of main­ 
taining a fair rate of wages without bloodshed; 
but not even the most ignorant miner can 
advance that argument here. 
Labor in 
England is surrounded with the curse of caste, 
which pervades all aristocratic governments, 
and the ignorant workingman may often feel 
that, heavily weighted os he is, no ordinary or 
legal measure can assist him where the law- 
ting power is in the hands of those he 
believes the enemy of his class. 
The occur­ 
rence at Oeutralia demands that Pennsyl­ 
vania, for her own fair Came, should annihilate 
organized mnrder, and the miners should see 
that in slaughtering their fellow workmen they 
are slaughtering their own cause and cutting 
themselves off from the sympathy which in 
America would inevitably be on their side if 
their demands were pressed with the firmness 
and moderation of intelligent citizens. 
As it 
is they will stand alienated from consideration 
while mnrder is attempted in their name, and 
the Broodheods, “Molly Maguires” or what­ 
ever name they are known by are permitted to 
sneak away from their ambush, to be after­ 
wards sheltered and screened from tho eye of 
justice. Tho miners should deliver up the mis­ 
creants and rescue themselves from the dis­ 
grace that tho assassins bring upon them.

v an d ered at that people who bad never bm q 
•krangers before, or even heard of white men, be­ 
l i e f them? By this slander, and the ceremony 
« r m ixing blood with the head men, the m ain­ 
land and “ jljlan Arabs secured nine canoes. wnUo I 
iMiald not purchase one. But four days below this 
p a rt narrow s occur, in which the mighty river is

lircssed by rooks, which }nt In, n o t opposite to 
. other, bnt alternately ; and the w ater, rush- 
round the promontories, forms terrible whlrl- 
rhicb overturned one ol the canoes and so 
whole parly th at by deceit preceded 
s is th at they returned w ithout ever thinking of 
Bragging the canoes past the dlfflcnlty. This 1 
•hould have done to gain the confluence of the Ló­ 
mame. some fifty miles below, and tbenco ascend 
throngh Lake Lincoln to the ancient fountains be- 
vaod the copper m ines of K atanga, and this would 
•early finish my geographical work. But it was so 
probable th at the dyke which forms the narrow s 
ironld be prolonged across country into Lómame

A friend, nam ed Dngnmhe, was reported to bo 
«emlng from UJUi with a caravan of 2uo guus and 
Bine underiradcrs with their people. The Banian 
maves relhsed dntv three times, and the 
sole 
reason they aUeged for their m utiny was fear of 
going where “there were no Moslems.” The loss 
•f air their wages was a m atter of no Im porUnce to 
any one except their m asters a t Zanzibar. A san 
■ngUshman they knew 1 would not heat or chain 
them , and two of them Itankly avowed th at all they 
needed for obodlencc was a free m an to thrash 
them . 
The s la te trad ers all sympathized with 
«•em , for they hated my being present to witness 
Ibclr atrocities. The sources of the Nile they knew 
t a l>e a shum : to reveal tbelr slaving was ihy true 
««Ject. and all dread being “w ritten against.” I 
ttere fo re waited three m onths for Dugumhe, who 
•p p carcd to be a gentlem an, and offered 4,(hH) 
Tupces, or ¿400, for ten men and a canoe on Lo- 
■Mine, and, afterw ards, all the goods I bellcvod 1 
S ñd at UjUi, to enable m e to flnlsE w hat I had to do 
w ithout the Banian slaves. Ills first words to me 
w ere, “Why. your own slaves are yonr greatest 
•nem les. I hear everywhere how they have baffled 
yon.” Ue agreed to my proposition, but required 
• few days tu consult his associates. 
Two days afterwards, or on the ISth of June, a

passed another camp of VJUIan traders, and tle y 
begged me to allow tbelr m en to loin mv party.

These were the very first of the Man- 
yema who had in m odem tim es goue fifty miles 
from their birthplaces. As all the Arabs hod been 
en.lolned by Bayod MaJld, the late SuiUn. to show 
me all the kindiicsH in tneir power, I could not de­ 
cline their request. 
My party was increased to 
el;rhty, and a long line ol m en bearing elephants’ 
liisks gave us all the appearance of traders. The 
ouly cloth I had left some m onths beloic consisted 
of two red blankets, which were converted Into a 
glaring dress, unbecoming enough, bnt there were 
no F.iiropeans to nee it. The m altreated men. now 
bnrrung for revenge, remembered the dress, and

Oj i j i, October 80, 1871. 
Sir—I wrote on the fiOtb and 'dsth cu rren t two 
very hnrrled letters, one for yon and the otlier for 
Lord aarendoB , which were forwarded to Unyan- 
yembe. I hod Just reached this place thoroughly 
Jaded in body and mind, and found th at your agent, 
Shereef Bosher, had sold off all the goods you sent 
for slaves and Ivory for himaelf. 
He had divined 
on the Koran aud found that I was dead. 
He also 
w rote to the Governor of Uayanyembe th a t he had 
sen t slaves to Manyema, who returned and reported 
my decease, and he wished the permission of the 
Oovemor to seU tBe goods. 
He, however, knew 
from mon who camo from me in Manyema th at I 
was near UJUi at Bam barre, aud w aiting for him 
and snppllos; but when my friends here protested 
against the sale of my goods be Invariably an­ 
swered, “ You know nothing about the m atter. I 
alone know that the Consul ordered me to remain 
one m onth a t UJiJi. and then sell of and retu rn .” 
When I came he said th at Ladha bad so ordered 
him. 
From the Banian slaves yon sent I learn tha t 
Ludha went to AU bin Salem Bnrasciild, a person 
notoriously dishonest, andU e recom m ended Shereef 
Buaher as leader of the caravan. No sooner did bo 
obtain command than be w ent to Muliamad Naseur, 
who furnished twenty-five boxes of soap and eight 
cases of brandy, to be retaUed in the course of the 
Journey inland. At Bagomoyo Shereef got a quan­ 
tity of opium and gunpowder from two Banians 
there, whose nam es aré unknown to mo. In their 
house Shereef broke the soap boxes and stowed the 
contents in my bales; the brandy cases were kept 
entire, and pagazi employed to carry thom and the 
opium and gunpowder, and paid out of my bales, 
ifie Banians and Shereef had interposed their own 
trade speculation between two governm ent offl- 
cers, and thenceforward all the expenses of the 
Journey were defrayed out of my supplies, and 
Shereef was able to send back to fiis accom­ 
plices five frasilahs of ivory from Unyanyeinbo, 
valhe some sixty pounds; the pagazi am ln paid by 
me. He was In no hurry to aid mo, but spent four­ 
teen m onths In traversing a distance tliat could 
easily have been accomplished In three. If wc de­ 
duct two m onths lor detention by sickness, we 
have still twelve months, of which nine were do- 
v o u d to the private lutercsts of the Banians and 
Shereef. He ran Hot with my gooils, buying tho 
best provisions and drink the country afforded; 
lived In my ten t till It w as so rotten and full of 
holes 1 never could use it once; remained tw o 
months at three several places retailing brandy, 
opium, gunpowder, and soap; and these being 
, finished, on reaching UJUI he would go no further.

P. S.—November l«, 1871.—1 reg ret the necessity 
of bringing tlie foregoing very unpleasant subject 
before you, but 1 have Just received letters and m- 
forination which m.ake tno m atter doubly serious. 
Mr. Churchill Informed me by a letter of Septem ber 
19, 1870, th at Her M aiesty’s governm ent had m ost 
kindly scut £1,000 for supplies, to bo forwarded to 
me. Some dlfflculUcs had occurred to prevent jfAOO 
w orth from starting, but In the beginning of Novem­ 
ber all were removed. 
But It appears th at you had 
recourse to slaves again, and one of these slaves 
Informs me th at goods and slaves all rem ained at 
Bugamoio four mouths, or tUl near the cud of Feb­ 
ruary, 1871. No one looked near them daring that 
time, but a rum or reached them th at the Uonsnl 
was com ing and off they started, two days before 
your arrival, not on their business, but on some 
private tn p ol your own. Tliesc slaves came to 
Unyanyembo In May last, and there they lay till 
war broke out and gave them, in July, a good ex ­ 
cuse to lie there still.

In the kind wish expressed for my rctn m home I 
can Join m ost cordially; Indeed, I am seized with a 
sore longing every time my family, now growing up, 
comes into my m ind; but If I explain you wUl not 
deem me unreasonable In making one more effort 
to mako a feasible flnish np of my work. I know 
about six hundred miles of the long watershed of 
South Central Africa pretty fairly. 
Prom this the 
m ajority of tho vast num ber of the springs of the 
Nile do unquestionably arise and form great mains 
of drainage in the Great Nile Valley, which begins 
In latitude ten to twelve degrees south. 
But In the 
seventh hundred miles four fountalus arc reported, 
which arc different from all I have seen In rising 
from the base of an earthen monnd as fnll-grown 
gushing springs, each of which at no great distance 
off becomes a Targe river. I have heard of this re­ 
markable mound 200 miles distant on the aoutli- 
west. Again, 800 miles d istan t on the south Mr. 
Gswell and 1 heard that tho Upper Zambesi or Lam­ 
ba! roso at (this) one point. Then intelligent na­ 
tives m entioned it IKO miles off on the east, and 
again 150 from It on the northeast, and also In the 
Manyema country luo miles north-northeast. Intel­ 
ligent Arabs who bad visited the mound and foun­ 
tains spoke of them as a subject of wonder and con­ 
firmed all my previous Inform ation. I cannot doubt 
of their existence, and 1 have oven given nam es by 
anticipation to the fountains whose rivers I know. 
But on the n ex t point, which. If correct, gives 
these fountains a historic interest, I speak with 
g reat dlltldenoe, and would fain apologise for inen- 
tlouiug, on the dim recollections of boyhood, and 
without a single book of reference, to hazard the 
conjecture that these fouutains rising together, and 
flowing two north luto tho Nile aud two south to 
Inner Ethiopia, are probably the sources of the Nile 
mentioned to Herodotus by the Secretary of Min-

1 advance the conjecture merely for 
what It is worth, and not dogmatically. The gen­ 
tlem en who stay at home at ease may smile a t my 
assurance lu recalling tho memories of boyhood m 
Central Africa; but let these be tho sources of the 
ancients or not. It seems desirable to rediscover 
them, so th at no one may come afterw ards aud cut 
me out by a fresh batch of sources. 
I am very unwilling to attach blame to any one, 
aud I can only ascribe It to Ignorance at Zanzibar 
of our governm ent being strTngently opposed to Its 
offlccrs employing slave lalmr that some five or six 
hundred pounds’ worth of my gomls were entrusted 
to Ludha, a concealed slave dcalor, who again 
placed tho supplies In the hands of slaves under 
two dishonest freemen, who, as I have described in 
my letter of the 14ih ult.. caused me a great loss of 
time and ultim ately of all the goods. 
Again, ¿500 of gootls—ihl.a being half of ¿1.000 
kindly sent by Her Majesty’s governm ent to my 
aid—was, by some strange hunuclnaUon, handed 
over to Lndha again, and he again com m itted them 
I slaves and two freemen. All lay feasting on my

dated November, 1870. and would not have left the 
slaves hud not Mr. Stanley accldcntaUy seen It and 
seized It for me. What was done bv the American 
consul oould have been done by the KuglUh consul, 
but for the unaccountable propenzlty to employ 
slave trad er and slaves.

M t l o r d —My letters to ami from the coast have 
been so frequently destroyed by those whose lutercst 
and cupidity lead them to hate correspondence as 
likely to expose their slaving, that I had nearly lost 
aU heart to write, but l>elng assured th at thla 
packet wlU be taken safe home by Mr. Stanley, I 
add a fifth letter to four alreatly penned, the pleas­ 
ure 01 believing th at this will really come into your 
lordship’s hands overpowering the censclousnesa of 
having been mncb too prolix. 
Tne subject to which l beg to draw your atten ­ 
tion is the part which the Banians of Zanzibar, who 
are protected British anbjects, play in carrying on 
the slave trade in Central Africa, especially In 
Manyema, the country west 
of UjiJl; togetlier 
with a proposition wliicb I have very mnch at 
h e a rt-th e possibility of encouraging the native 
Christians of English settlem eats on the West 
Coast of Africa to remove, by volunw ry emigra­ 
tion, to a healthy spot ou this side the Continent. 
The Banian British subjects have long been and 
are now the chief propagators of the Zanzibar 
slave trad e ; their money, and often their muskets, 
gunpowder, balis, flints, beads, brass wire and 
calico, are annually advanced to the Arabs at 
enormous interest, for the m urderous work ol 
slaving, of the uatnrc of which every Banian 
is 
fully 
aw are. 
Having 
m ixed 
much 
with 
the 
Arabs 
in 
the 
interior, 
1 
soon 
learned the whole system that is called “bntchce” 
or Banian trading Is simply m arauding and mur- 
dcriug by the Arabs a t the Instigation and by the 
aid or our Indian fellow subjects. The cunning Jn- 
dlans secure nearly all the profits of the caravans 
they send inland, and very adroitly let the odium 
of slaving rest on their Arab agents. As a rule, 
very few Arabs could jiroceed on a trading expedi­ 
tion unless supplied by the Banians with arms, 
hnim unition and goods. Slaves are not bought in 
the countries to which the Banian agents p ro c eed - 
indeed it la a m istake to call the system of UjlJl 
slave "trad e” at all; the captives arc not traded 
for, bnt m urdered for, and the gangs th at are 
dragged coastw ards to enrich the Banians are nsu- 
ally not slaves, but captive free people. A Bultan 
anxious to do Justly rather than pocket head-money 
wonid proclaim them all free as soon as tbey reached 
ids territory. 
Let me give an instance or two to illustrate the 
trade of our Indian fellow snbjccts. My friend 
Muhamad Bogharib sent a large party of his people 
far down the great river Lualaba to trade for ivory 
about the mhldle of 1871. He is one of the best 
of the traders, a native of Zanzibar, and not one of 
the m ainlanocrs, who are lower types of man. The 
best m en have, however, often the worat attend- 
anta. This party was headed by one Uaasani, and 
he, with two other head men, advanced to the peo­ 
ple of Nyangwe twenty-five copper bracelets to be 
paid for in nroiy on their return. The rings were 
worth about five shUlings ot UjlJI, and it being well 
known th at the Nyangwe people had no ivory the 
advance was a m ere tra p ; for, on returning and de­ 
m anding paym ent in ivory in vain, they began an 
assault which continued for three days. All the 
villages of a largo district were robbed, some 
burned, m an rm en killed and about one hundred 
aud fifty captives secured. 
. 
On going subsequently Into Southern Manyncma 
1 m ot the poorest of tho above-mentioned head 
men, who bad only been able to advance five of the 
twenty-five bracelets, and he told me that he had 
bought ton tusks with p art of the captives; and 
having received inform ation at the vuiage where I 
found him about two more tusks, he was waiting 
for eight other captives from Muhamail’s camp to 
purchase them. 1 had now got Into term s of frtend- 
Hhtp w ith all the respectable traders of th at quar­ 
ter, and tbey gave Information with nnrestralned 
freedom ; and all I state may be rcUed on. On ask­ 
ing Muhamad himBClt afterwards, near UJIJI, the 
proper nam e of Muhamad Nossur, the Indian who 
conspired with Hhereef to Interpose his own trade 
speculatton between Dr. Kirk and me, aud defray 
all his expenses out of my goods, he prom ptly re­ 
plied, “This Muhamad Nossur Is the man from 
whom I borrowed all the money and goods fur this 


lot refer to the horrid and senseless mas­ 
sacre which I unwillingly witnessed a t Nyangwe, 
in which the Arabs them selves computed the loss 
of life a t between three hundred and four hundred 
souls. 
(Bee No. 4.) 
It pained me sorely to let the 
mind dwell long enough on It to peu the short 
account I gave, but 1 m enttou It again to point ont 
th at the chief perpetrator, Tagamolo, received all 
his guns aud gunpowder from Ludha Damjl, the 
richest Banian and chief slnve-trmlcr of Zanzibar. 
Ue has had the cunning to conceal hU actual parti­ 
cipation In slaving, but there Is not an Arab in tbc 
country who would hesitate a m om ent to pobit ont 
that, bnt for the money of Ludha Damjl and other 
Banians who borrow from him, slaving, especially 
in these more distant countries, would Instantly 
cease. It is not to be overlooked th at m ost Other 
trades as well as s’avlng Is carried on by Banians; 
tho custom-house and revenue are entirely In their 
hands; the so-called governors are their trade 
agents; Syde bln Salem Buruschid, the thievish 
Governor here, la merely a trade agent of Ludha, and 
honesty having been no part of Ills qualifications for 
the office, the m ost shameless transactions of other 
Banian agents are all smoothed over by him. A 
common way he has of concealing crimes la to place 
dellm iueuta In villages adjacent to this, and when 
tbey arc inquired for by the Sultaii be reports tiiat 
th e; arc sick. It was no secret that all the Banians 
looked with disfavor on my explorations and 
disclosures as likely to Injure one great source of 
their wealth. Knowing this, it almost took away 
my breath when I heard that the great but covert 
slave-trader Ludha DamJi had been requested to 
forward supplies and men to me. This and similar 
applications m ust have appeared to Ludha so ludi­ 
crous th at he probably answered with his tongue 
lu his cheek, uis help was all faitlifull; dlrecteiTto- 
wards securing my failure. I am extrem ely unwil­ 
ling to appear as If making a wall on my own ac­ 
count, or as If trying to excite commiseration. I 
am greatly more elated by the unexpected kind­ 
ness of uuknoa-D friends and the liberality and 
sympathy of Her Majesty’s go\ernm ent than cast 
down by losses and obstacles. But 1 have 8 pur­ 
pose In view lu mentioning mishaps. 
Before leaving Zanzibar in I860 I paid for and dis­ 
patched a stock of goods to be piaced in depot at 
lljljl; the liauyamwezi porters, or pagazi, os usual, 
brought them honestly to this Governor or Banian 
agent, the same who nlundered Burton and Speke 
pretty freely; tfnd lie placed my goods lu charge of 
ills own slave Musa bin Saloom, who. about mld-

vay lietween this and UJUI, stopped tho caravan 
ten days while he plundered as much as he chose, 
and weut off to buy ivory for his owner, Karague. 
Saloom has been kept out of the way ever since; 
the dregs of the stores left by this slave are the 
only supplies I have received since 1866. A nother 
stock of goods was despatched from Zanzibar In 
1868, but the whole was devoured at thU place and 
the ietterz .leatroycd so that I ahould know noth­ 
ing about them. 
Another Urge zupply, sent 
through Ludha and hit siavez In l8W-7o, came to 
Ujbl, and. except a few poumla of worthless beads 
out or 7U0 pounds of flue dear beads, all were sold 
off for slaves and Ivory by the persons selected by 
Ludha Damjl. I refer to these wholesale losses be­ 
cause, though well known to Ludlia and ab the 
Banians, the statem ent was made In the House of 
Lords (I suppose on the strength of Ludha's 
plausible lables) th at all my w ants had been sup­ 
plied. 
By coming back In a roundabout rente of 300 
miles from bjlji I did find two days ago a good 
quantity of supplies, the remains of what bad been 
sent off from Zanzibar sixteen months ago. 
Lndha 
had again been employed, and slavc.s he selected 
began by loitering at Bagomoyo, opposite Zanzibar, 
for nearly four mouths. A war here, which Is still 
going on gave them a goo<l excuse for going no 
m rther. The head men were thieves, and had 1 
not reinm ed and seized what remained I should 
•gain have lost nil. All the Banian slaves who have 
< been sent by Ludha and other Banians were lUll of 
the Idea tb at they were not to follow but force me 


I ‘’Y c^ n n o t. lay th at I am altogether free from cha­ 
grin In view of the worry, thwarting, baffling which 
the Banians and tlielr slaves have lufilcted. 
Com­ 
mon trailers procure supplies of niorcbandlse from 
the coast, ami send loads of ivory down by the 
same pagazi or curriers wc employ, without any 
loss.

But by far the moat beneficial m easure that 
could be IntrodiiLOd into Eastern Africa would be 
the m oral elem ent wlUcb has worked so beno- 
flclally in siipprcsamg the slave trade around uU 
the Engush sctuem ents of the west coast. The

opinions have been expressed as to the success of 
Onrlstlan m issionaries, and irentiemen who Jndge 
by the rtff-iaff th at follow Indian camps speak very 
ub favorably, from an impression that the drunk­ 
ards wbo profess to be of “m aster’s oasto and 
drink brandy” are average specimens ot Christian 
converts. 
But tha 
comprehensive 
report of 
Colonel Old jpieaentcd to Parliam ent (18&) con- 
tuins no such mistake. 
He states that whUe 
the presence 
of 
the squadron has had some 
share in suppressing tlie slave trade, the re- 
snlt la mainly one to the existence of the aettle- 
m euts. 
This la supported by tlie fact that, even in 
those least visited by mea-of-war, it has been as 
effectually snpprcsseu os in those wbicli have been 
their m ust constant resort. The moral elem ent which 
has proved beneficial an round the settlem ents is 
mainly due to the teaching of missionaries. 1 would 
carefully avoid anything Tike boasting over the be­ 
nevolent efforts of our countrym en, but here their 
good Influences are totally unknown. No attem pt 
lias ever been maile by the Mobammedans In East 
Africa to propagate tlieir foith, and their trade in- 
torcourse has only made the natives more avaricious 
th an themselves. The fines levied on all traders 
are nearly prohibitive, and nothing is given la re­ 
turn. Mr. Stanley was ronlctcd of l,euo yards of 
superior calico between tho sea and UJijI, and we 
m ade a detour of soo miles to avoid similar spoUa- 
Uon among people accustomed to 
Arabs.

informed Your Lordship, was kindly sent by Jam es 
Gordon Bennett, Jr., of New York, and who bravely 
persisted, In the teeth of the most serious ob­ 
stacles, till ho found me at UjUl, shortly, or one 
m onth, after my retu rn from Manyncma, 111 and des­ 
titute. It will readily be believed tbat I feel deeply 
grateful for this dlsintorestert and unlooked-for 
kindness. The snpplles I seized two days ago, 
alter a return m arch of 300 miles laid on me by the 
slaves in charge refusing to accompany Mr. Stanley 
to Ujljl, were p art of those sent off In the end of 
October, 1870, at the Instance of Her Majesty’s 
governm ent, and are vlrtnally the only stores 
worthy of tKe name th at came to hand, besides 
those despatched by Dr. Seward and m.vseli In 1866. 
And all In consequence of Ludha and Banian slaves 
having unwittingly been employed to forward au 
expedition opposed to their slaving interests. It 
w asn o doubt amiable In Dr. KlrkTo believe the 
polite Banians in asserting that they would send ¡ 
stores off a t once, and again that my w ants bad all 
I 
been supplied; but it would have been better to I 
have dropped the money Into Zanzibar harbor than 
tru st It in their hands, because the whole popula- i 
tlon has witnessed the open plunder of English 
property, and the delinquents are screened from 
Justice by Banian agents. The slaves needed no 
m ore than a hint to plunder and baffle. Shereef 
and nil the Banian slaves who acted In accordance 
w ith the views of their m asters arc now at UJtJl and 
Unvanycmbe by the connivance of the tlovernor, | 
or, rather.

zibar for ¿500 of the ¿l,ooo placed at hla disposal for 
mo by Her Majesty's goveruraeiit. In order th at Mr. 
Stanley may employ and send off fifty free men, but 
no slaves, from Zanzibar. 1 need none but them, 
and have asked Aeyed Burgliash to give me a good, 
honest head man, with a cliaiacter that may be In­ 
quired Into. I expect them about the end or 
June, and after all the delay 1 have endured feel 
unite exhilarated a t the prospest of doing my work. 
Geographers will be interested to abow the plan I 
propose to follow.

New York will be astonished this morning to 
learn that the Spanish yellow fever frigate Nn- 
mancla, which was to have been piloted at noon 
yesterday from the Narrows, off Staten Island, to a 
safe bnt more remote anchorage In tbe Lower Bay. 
remains at present In tne position she has occu­ 
pied since Monday last—In the Narrows, opposite 
ourton. 
In accordance with the order of Pilot Commis­ 
sioner Blunt, the commander of the Numanda 
had 
steam 
up 
all 
day 
yesterday, 
took 
on 
board 
a 
supply 
of 
fresh 
water 
and 
provisions, and removed tbe ship’s guns forward, 
so as to lignten her stern and put her on an even 
keel, and at one o’clock, the appointed hour, was 
ready to proceed to the Lower Bay anchorage. 
Until Ave o’clock the great marine gladiator was 
blowing off volumes of steam through her safety 
valves, with everything taut and trim for a voyage 
through 
the 
drenching 
rain 
down 
to the 
Southwest Spit; but no pilot camo, and no 
tugboats, as promised, to convey her on her 
Intricate passage. 
About that hour, however. 
Pilot Gillespie, the same officer who brought the 
frigate Into port, reached the Quarantine station in 
the tugboat Starbuck, and called upon Health Offi­ 
cer Vanderpoel with the statement that he (Gilles­ 
pie) had been directed by the Pilot commissioners 
to report to the Health Officer for orders in refer­ 
ence to tne Numanda. 
Dr. Vanderpoel at once replied that Commis­ 
sioner Blunt having assumed the responsibility of 
stating that

in the Lower Bay for the frigate, he would 
decline to order the vessel to sea unless the

If OUlespie 
waa 80 instructed ue would give the necessary or­ 
ders for her removal at once, but he would assume 
no responsibility which he was not justlAed in ac­ 
cepting. 
Gillespie stated that he was entirely without any 
deAnlto InstructlonB on the subject. He understood 
that the Board of Pilot Commlaaloners had vlrtaally 
rescinded Commissioner Blunt’s order for her re­ 
moval, or bad declined to take any action ratifying 
It, and that he (Gillespie) oonld not single-handed 
aasnme the responsibility of taking her down the 
bay to an anchorage where disaster might, in his 
opinion, result to the vessel. 
Dr. Vanderpoel replied that under these clrcum- 
etanoes he could do nothing, and shortly afterward 
Gillespie again went aboard hie tug end proceeded

The favorite Sound steamer Seawanaka ia dia-. 
abled for the reat of the seaaon. Her saloon and’ 
upper works are completely tom out, and it la onim 
by tbe mercy of God and the presence of mind of 
the engineer, Edward Meeka, that the HinALo la^ 
saved the painfol doty of to-day recording another! 
dlaaater almUar to that of the Weatfield. The Sea­ 
wanaka waa a companion steamer to the Arrow*^ 
railth, and pUed dally between New York and Hos- 
lyn, L. I., taking in Whitestone, Baylla’ Dock, Great’ 
Neek, Sands’ Point, Glen Cove, Mott’s Dock and Olen- 
wood and Roslyn on the way. She started daily at 
four P. M. from pier ‘24 East River, and during the^ 
Summer months she has taken up from three ta 
five hundred persons every afternoon for the sev­ 
eral places along the Sound between thla city and. 
her destination. The Arrowsmith has taken the,, 
morning trips up, carrying the chief part of the, 
freight required for those places, and returning, 
from Glen Cove about four o’clock in the afternoon.' 
The Seawanaka returned the following morning, 
leaving Roslyn at 6:45 A.M., with transient pas­ 
sengers for the city. It will thus be seen that the 
Seawanaka was a favorite and always bore a pre­ 
cious freight of human sonls, night and morning. . 
Yesterday, while our city merchants and business 
men were sipping their coffee or reading the 
H e r a l d , or, perhaps, riding down town to thelt; 
stores or counting rooms, lUtlo thinking that there; 
was blit a step between some of their friends aud 
death, the Seawanaka,

on her cityward trip, was pressing her way along 
from point to point to get to her dock in good sea-^ 
son and to maintain her reputation among her 
patrons as a fast sailer. She had left Whitestone,' 
her last caUlng place, and was between that village' 
and Rlker’a Island and nearly opposite West 
Farms, with about three hundred passengers on 
board, when a hissing sound was heard as of steam 
escaping; then a crash, and flying pieces of wood 
and Iron aroused the passefigera from their mirth 
aud thctr morning meditations over the latest po- 
ntlcal bulletins and warned them that danger waa 
near, and in a moment they might every one be 
hurried into eternity. The horrors of the YVest- 
fleld disaster passed like a mirage before their 
minds, 
and

The In­ 
tenso anxiety of tho moment was heightened by 
the dense cloud of steam and smoke which covered 
the deck and hid from their view the real condition 
of the boat and their own real danger. Fortunately 
there were comparatively few ladles on iward, and 
these were promptly cared for by the gentlemen. 
Some of the most excited of both sexes ran at once 
to secure life preservers, and in the midst of the 
confusion a crash was heard, ond the large mirror 
standing at tbe end of 
THE SALOON WAS BROKEN IN FTECES, 
and the saloon deck was forced apart hy the steam, 
C 
it, who sought this way of escape for blm.seir. 
ing secured the lite preservers It was with 
great difficulty that Captain Host and some of bli 
men could restrain and persuade them not to lump 
overboard. It Is said that in the excitement some 
of the ladles leaped from the upper to the lower 
deck, and many gentlemen lost their hats and 
satchels overboard. Two or three elderly genile- 
incn fainted when the confusion was at its height, 
and one bewildered passenger dellberatolr de­ 
tached a valuable gold watch from Its chain and 
threw it Into the water. 
The engineer, Mr. Edward Meeks, and Mr. Ben­ 
jamin Hicks, one of the directors of the steamboat 
company, wore sitting tn the engine room at the 
time of the accident, and were both thrown vio­ 
lently through the door upon I he deck of the vessel 
by tbe shock of the falling piston. 
The engineer, on regaining his 
came conscious of the 
plosion, and with great presence of mind rushed 
back Into tho room, opened the valves aud allowed 
the steam to escape. By this timely precaution » 
terrible dlaaater was avert(>d. Mr. Meeks imme­ 
diately thereafter ran on deck and assured the puo- 
sengci'B that there was no further cause for alarm, 
as an explosion was impossible. 
CAUSE OP THE ACCIDF.NT. 
Inquiries were then set on foot to account for the 
accident, when It was ascertained that It waa 
caused by the breaking of the belting by which tha 
plsfbnrod waa attached to the walking beam, 
therebv letting the piston rod fall with great force 
upon the cylinder, crushing It badly, and so allow­ 
ing tbe steam to escape. It la reported by some 
persons who were on board that tho piston rod, 
Snapped off also. The main crank was also torn 
and twisted out of shape and broken In several 
places. The damage to the vessel was confined 
principally to the machinery, and the upper saloon 
aud the hull received but slight injury. She will 
not, however, be able, it Is said, to resume her trips 
this season. 
"ói tunáiély for the passengora they had not long 
to remain on the wreck. 
Ihe steamer D. iC 
Martin, which rnna daily between New York and 
Bayvllle, was passing at the time, aud her captain 
promptly camo to the rescue and took off the Hea- 
wanaka’H passengers and bronght them in safety 
to tills cltv and landed them at tho Seawanaka^ 
pier, foot of Peck slip.

TEYING HARD TO DIE. 


A Wew Y o rk B o ile r M nfcer S w n llo w s P o i­ 
so n a n d J u m p s Ofif a F e r r y b o a t I n to 
tb e B a y —A B ad C ase—W h o Is H e I 
As the steam er Middletown, of the Staten Island 
ferry line, reacheil her pier at the Q uarantine land­ 
ing, about five o'clock yesterday afternoon, a man 
about thirty years of age, light bnllt. Jumped over, 
board from her deck into the bay. One of the pas- 
sengera on the steam er, Mr, John Snyder, with com­ 
mendable presence of mind and courage, at once 
leapod Into the w ater to reseño him, and succeeded 
lu holding him on the surface until the tug Btar- 
bnck, which was lying near, took him on board. 
The man was evidently much exhausted, and as be 
lay on the deck of tbe tugboat a small package fell 
from his pockets. Upon exam iuatlon it was fouud 
to contain a quantity of Farls green. The man was 
carried ashore 
and placed on

Officer and 
Deputy Health Officer of the port, at once took 
professional charge of the case. The condition of 
llie mau’B pulse, combined with tho finding of the 
Paris green, led the phvslcians to believe that be 
bad swallowed some of the poison, and a dose of 
hydrated peroxide of Iron, the antidote of Paris 
green, was administered. In a short time the man 
vomited copiously, probably tbe rcsnlt of swallow­

la his stomach, doubtless the result of the corrosive 
action of the arscnlous doIsou he had taken. When 
the antidote was belug admlnLstered he struggled 
vigorously to avoid taking it, hut his mouth was 
forced open and his nostrils closed, and so h« was 
compelled to submit. 
When asked by Dr. Vanderpool why he had a t­ 
tem pted suicide, he said “ It was plain enough.” The 
doctor then asked him if he w as married. If he had 
had tronido with his wife or If he had lost Ids money 
or propertv. He replied that he w as married, that 
he had “bad a good deal of trouble one way or 


he was very obstinate and refused to give them. 
It was finally eked out of him at Intervals that his 
name was .lohn Mtllssy or Lacy, It was difficult to 
fell which, and that ho wiu» a boiler maker and re­ 
sided In Fortieth street. New York. 
Dr. Van<lcrpocl sent notlflcaUon to the Btaten 
Islaud Infirmary tu send duwn a strctclu^r and re­ 
move the man, but tbe inesseuger returned with 
the information that the people at the Infirmary 
would not take the dying man In unless a certifi­

ternal pain. Beverul of the bands employed on the 
ferryboat Middletown saw him swallowing some­ 
thing and vomiting while on the boat, but did not 
really suspect hl.s object nntll he jumped over­ 
board. It Is very doubtful whether he cau live, as 
the poison has, doubtless, caused corrosion of the 
membrane of the stomach, and it Is prolmhle that 
acute ga.strltl8 will supervene and term inate Ills 
career, as he no doubt desires It should do.

Conference of Democrats oil Grceley—He. 


i* Declared to B* a Failure—TIte Louis- 
ville Convention ». Deleft CertmilLty— 
CUarlcK 
O'Canor 
Likely to Be 
the 


Straight-Out IStaudnril Weaver—A New 
ghuflle. 
A conference of prominent democrats was held 


yesterday afternoon at the St. James Hotel, for the 
purpose of determining whether or not a straight-out 
democratic ticket would be nominated for the Pres- 
idency. About thirty gentlemen were present, eight, 
of whom were from New York city. Twelve States in. 
all were represented, but hundreds of letters frora 
prominent democrats of every State of the Onion 
were before the meeting. The Conference opened 
at half-past twelve o'clock, and continued in ses- 
sion until half-past three. No formal organization 
was mtttie, the business being transacted more In 
the form of a caucus than in accordance with 
customary formula, and consequently no chairman 
was selected. 


The leading result of the deliberations was the 


conclusion arrived at that Horace Greeley as a, 
democratic Presidential candidate lias been a fail- 
ure, la fact, the main object of the meeting waa^to 
determine whether or not this was so. In Balti- 
more, when the Democratic Convention was held 
there, a nuniber of prominent dele 
meeting and resolved to meetagalu after a olianc 
had been given the ticket chosen by the Conven- 
tion, and tlie conference held yesterday was JUe_ 
meeting then looked forwftrfl 19 as that at whicli a 
comparison of notes was t6T>e made. The observa- 
tion of the men "assembled yesterday from other 
States was that Creeley was not a fit candi- 
date 
for the democracy, 
and 
that a sub- 
stitute, under every circumstance, should be 
chosen. They had come to New York fearing" 
that the New York men were prejudiced in Gree- 
ley's favor, but at the close of tlie conference they 
had found that the New York men were of the same 
opinion as themselves. On this point all were a 
unit that Greeley had proved a failure; Indeed, the 
impression seemed to be that the IndilrerentiBm of 
democrats in regard to the election, Inconsequence 
ofGreeley's nomination at Baltimore, was calcula- 
ted to be disastrous to the party.

Art-leant) are not generally un- 
reasonable, though smarting under wrongH, iryou 
can fairly make them understand your claim to In- 
nocence, and do not appear us having your "back 
up." The women hero were particularly outspoken 
in inserting our identity wltii the cruel strangers. 
CD calling to one vociferous lady, who gave uie the 
head trader's name, to look at my color, and sec If 
it were the name a» hl», nhe replied, with a, bitter 
little laugh, "Then you must bo his father." The 
worst the men did was to turn out In force, armed 
with their larijo spears' aud wooden shields, aud 
show HB out of their districts.

collision took place, we returned to Bambarre, and 
then, with our friend Muhamad, struck away due 
north; he to buy Ivory, and I to reach another part 
of Lualabu aud buy u cauoo. 
The country is extremely beautiful, but difficult 
to travel over. The mountains of light gray granite 
»lui:d like Islands in new red sandstone, and moun- 
tain and valley arc all clad In u mantle of different 
shades of green. 
The vegetation Is Indescribably 
rank. 
Through the grass—if grass it can be 
called, which is over half nil inch in diame- 
ter in the stalk uml from ten to twelvo feet 
high—nothing but 
elephants 
cnn walk. 
The 
le'ives of this megatherium grass are armed 
with minute spikes, 
which, as we worm our 
way along elephant walks, rub dlaagrecablv on 
the side of the face where the gun l« held, and the 
hand in made «or« by feuding it oir the other side for 
Irours. The rains were fairly set lu by November- 
and In the mornings, or aftcra shower, these leaves 
were loaded with moisture which wet us to the 
bone. The valleys arc deeply undulating, and in 
each Innumerable dells have to be crossed. There 
may be only a thread of water at the bottom, but 
the mud, mire or (smttict) "ghuir" is grievous; 
thirty or forty yards of the path on each side of the 
stream are worked 
by the 
feet of passen- 
gers Into an adhesive compound.

less dense for his axe. In other cases the muale 
palm, from which hero, as lu Madagascar, grass- 
cloth Is woven and called by the same name, 
"lamba," lias taken possession of the valley. The 
leaf stalks, as thick as a strons man's arm, fall utr 
and block up all passage save by a path made and 
mixed up by the feet of elephants aud burfaloes; 
the slough therein is groan-compelling nnd deep. 
Every now ami then the traders, with rueful 
faces, stand panting; the sweat trickles down my 
face, and I suppose that 1 look as grim as they 
though 1 try to cheer them with the hope that good 
prices will reward them at the co;mt for ivorv ob- 
tained with so much toll. In some cases the" sub- 
soil has giveaway beneath the elephant's enor- 
mous weight; the deep hole is lined with mud, and 
one, taking it all to be about calf deep, steps in to 
the top or the thigh, and mips ou to a seat soft 
enough, out not luxurious: u merry laugh relaxes

A trading parly passed UK, and one of their nuut 
ber was pluued to the ground by a spear at dead ol 
night, while 1 was .ilee|ilug with my three attend- 
ants at a village close by. Nine villages had beeu 
uurueii, and, a« the author of the outrage told me, 
at k-ast forty men killed, because a Manyema mail 
tried to oteal u string of beads. The midnight aH- 
HfisKinatioii was revenge ror the loss of friends 
there. It wan evident that reaction against the 
bloody Hlavlng had net In. 


The accounts, evidently truthful, given by Mu 
bamad'H people showed that nothing would be 
gained by going lurther In our present courKC, and, 
being now very lame, 1 limped back to Uambarre, 
aud here 1 was laid up by the eating ulcers for 
mauy months. They are common In the Mauyema 
country, and kill many xlaves. 11 the root is placed 
ou the ground blood Hows, and every night a dis- 
charge ol bloody Ichor taKcs place, with pain that 
prevents sleep. The walllug ofthe poor slaves with 
ulcers that eat through everything, even bone, 18 
one or the night sounds or a slave camp. They are 
probably allied to rcvcr. 
T * !lavc been mlBut<-', cyeri to triviality, that your 
Lordship may have a clear Idea or the dlfllculticg 
of exploration In this region. Satisfactory prog- 
ress could only be made In canoes, with men ac- 
customed to work. I tried hard to get other men 
at Ujljl, but all the traders were eager to secure 
the carriers for themselves, and circulated the re- 
port that I would go from Manyema to my own 
country and leave my people to shift for themselves, 
llkespeke; they knew perfectly that Speke's men 
left him flrsl- It was like the case of certain Mako- 
lolo who lell me on the Shire and refused to carrr 
back the medicine to their chief, for which they 
had come. 1 was afterwards accused by men «lmf- 
lar to the Ujljlans of having abandoned them, 
though I gave them cattle even alter they deserted 
me—these being the wealth that they value most 
highly. 


Failing to obtain other men at Ujljl, I might have 
waited In couirort there till those ror wlioin 1 had 
written should come from the coast, and my great 
weakness almost demanded that I should do so; 
but I had then, as now, au Intense desire to finish 
tho work and retire. But on learning some parts 
of the hiatory or tho Lewale, or Aral) Governor, or 
Unyanyembe, I had grave suspicions that my letters 
would be destroyed. He conducted tne first Eng- 
lish expedition from Zanzibar to I'jlji and Uvlra. 
and back again to the coast, and was left unpaid 
till the Indian government took the matter up aud 
sent him f 1,000. He seems to be naturally an ill- 
conditioned mortal—a hater or the Kngllsh. When 
I sent a stock or goods to be placed In" depot at 
UJIJi to await my arrival, the HanyamwezI porters, 
as usual, brought tnem honestly to Unyanyembe;

They are light colored, have straight noses 
finely lormed heads, small hands and feet and per- 
fect forms; they are keen traders, and look on the 
market as a great institution; to haggle and joke 
and laugh and cheat seem the enjoyments of life 
The population, especially west or the river is 
prodigiously large. 


Near Lomani, the Buknas or Bakoons cultivate

Old Adam Smith 
would go crazy were he alive and forced to the 
task of solving the present curious problems in 
pur gold and money markets.

There appears to bo sufficient authority for 


tho statement that the Mikado of Japan really 
contemplates visiting Europe and the United 
States. This news comes recoutly aud authori- 
tatively from Japan. Tho Mikado was making 
a journey through tho southern j>ortiou of his 
Empire, and when this shall bo euded he will, 
it is said, ombark for Europe, aud, after hav- 
ing visited thut Coutinculv will como to tho 
United States, from whence ho will return 
home by the way of San Francisco and 
tho Pacific Ocean. Tho announcement of such 
n remarkable event would astonish us if any- 
thing could bo regarded very iistouishiug in 
this eventful ago. A few years ago only Iho 
Japanese Empire was like » sealed book to [he 
rest of the world. Foreigners, who vroro 
regarded as barbarians, wore excluded from 
tho sacred soil of Japan. 
Foreign iutcreourso 


was interdicted, except on tho very eilgo of 
tho Empire at one or two ports, and wit.'u only 
a few traders specially licensed. Tho Japan- 
ese •were, reftlly more oxclufiivo sud suspicious 
and joulous of foreigners than tho Chinese. 
The Mikado, who was looked upon as a 
deiuitjod, and who has been ail along the 
spiritual chief—the Popo, or more than IVpc— 
of Japan, was too sacred a person for profane 
eyes to look upon. Bat the .surprising niiil 
unparalleled revolution in Japan within tho 
last few years lifts nude a wonderful change. 
Our readers are informed of tho facts goner- 
ally, aud it is unnecessary to recite the details 
of this rCmarkt'blo history. The Slikiulo, as 
is known, is still tho spiritual chief of Japan, 
and is regarded with much reverence as such, 
though ho has, since tho deposition of the 
Tvcoon and the Daimios, become the secular 
ruler as well. This is tho religions potentate 
and Emperor of forty millions of people or 
more who, it is said, intends visiting Europe 
and America. Wo should sooner have expected 
the Pope of Borne to leave Italy and cross the 
seas. Yet, when wo look at the character, 
liberal views, love of knowledge, progressive 
ideas and ambition of this young Mikado, we 
should not be astonished to see him in tho 
United States. The important embassies that 
have been sent from Japan to the Western na- 
tions, and \vhich were here recently, were in- 
tended, it is reported, to prepare tho way for 
tho Mikado's visit. 


Now, 
in view of the Mikado coming hero, or 


of even entertaining such a thought, our gov- 
ernment ought to extend a cordial invitation 
to him and to offer the finest national ship— 
the Wu.bash, for example—to bring him across 
thft Atlantic. Let this be done in the name of 
the government and American people, and in 
the proper dignified way, agreeable to Japanese 
ideas, and it might have the effect of inducing 
the Mikado to come if even ho should be un- 
deeidoJ- An the guest of tho government and 
with government officials to accompany him 
and to advise his movements, he would not be 
annoyed by undue curiosity of the people or 
be subject to the "bombastic reception" 
which a British contemporary cynically says 
were given here to the Japanese Embassy. 
He could be a? free or as reserved as he might 
please, and due respect would be paid to hia 
character and position, just as much as there 
would be to the Pope were he to coine to 
America. 
He would receive, doubtless, the 


most considerate and exalted attentions in 
Europe, and this great nation could show him 
as much respect, though less ostentation, 
perhaps, fliiin thft- t«^«o»*ioT»*-Jrt «*^—~.~i.-~^ 
The Mikado, though a young man, is one of 
the most liberal and progressive rulers of the 
world, and would appreciate the hearty repub- 
lican welcome we should give him. 
But 


apart from the proper courtesy that should be 
extended to so distinguished a person there 
would be a profound and far-seeing policy in 
making him the guest of the nation in the 
manner we have proposed. 
There is some- 


thing of a republican basis to the institutions 
of Japan, and the late revolution, which has 
placed the Mikado in supreme secular au- 
thority as well as spiritual, has enlarged that 
and made the government more popular. We 
may imagine, then, with what interest he 
would view the working of republican institu- 
tions in this country. Though he may be, 
from his education aud position, inclined to 
favor something of the absolutist or monarchi- 
cal principle of government, and though he 
might be somewhat impressed with the gilded 
entourage of royalty in Europe, he would not 
fail to notice the universal freedom, happiness 
and prosperity of the United States. He would 
in all probability see that this happy condition 
and the wonderful progress and ixiture of our 
country are the result chiefly of free govern- 
ment, in which all the people participate. 


It is evident from the liberal conduct of the 


Mikado and the surprising changes he has 
made in Japan that he desires above all things 
the improvement and welfare of his people. 
Would he not, then, leave 
the United 


States with more enlarged views of lib- 
erty and progress than he can obtain in 
Europe? 
He would go home, probably, 


with a determination to imitate as far as prac- 
ticable and as consistent with his own position 
the principles of government he would find 
operating so well here, A fresh impulse would 
be given to the'liberal movements in Japan. 
That ancient and formerly exclusive Empire 
would be rapidly advanced in civilization; 
and this would prove a new era in the re- 
generation of Asia. China, which is popu- 
lated by the same race as Japan and contiguous 
to it, must soon feel the influence. The stu- 
pendous results of such a movement can 
hardly be imagined. The visit of the Mikado 
to Europe and the United States, and to the 
United States especially, would be, no doubt, 
an important step in revolutionizing the Mon- 
golian and Asiatic nations—of empires that 
embrace half the human family or more. 
Such an event as the visit of the Mikad9, if it 
can be brought about by any means, would 
eclipse in its consequences, probably, any 
event of modern times. If this Emperor—for 
he is Emperor now—could be sure of 
leaving a 
stable 
government at home, 


and of the fidelity of his people during his 
absence, he might acquire a greater name in 
history than any Asiatic ruler ever acquired 
by the journey which it is said he contem- 
plates. 
At all events, tho government at 


Washington should neither hesitate nor delay 
in extending an invitation to him to come to 
this country and in offering the finest ship in 
the navy to convey him here. 


We have referred to tho moral and civilizing 


a' wo would be more selush wo might urgw 
govoriiuifut uctiuii uiul expenditure, with ft 
viow to our trado tiud commereiiil prospects In 
Japan and Asia generally. Though the United 
States are separ.ited fr'.'iu that part of the 
world by the broad PMcifie, the people there 
are becoming every year more and more our 
neighbors.

Trade with them is 
susceptible of almost indefinite expansion. 
Thoro is no reason why this country shotild 
not have flio largest shar? of Asiatic commerce.

Entirely cor- 
roboratory of the letters addressed by the 
great explorer to tho editor of the Itur..\Li>, 
they contain a mass of fresh information 
regarding the topography of the savage coun- 
tries in which ho has passed the last 
six years. Pictures of the strange lauds start 
out occasionally in recounting his journeys 
through primeval forest, wading through fear- 
ful swamps, crossing natural bridges of gra^s 
(kiutefwet.we) over rivers, wending his way 
along nt the foot of great rncnntain chains, or 
toiling painfully amid jungles of grass ten and 
twelve feet high. 


It will be observed in reading these letters 


that Dr. Livingstone writes in the same *ree 
and easy manner which he used in his com- 
munications to the HEBALD, pointed as they 
were with apt, homely illustration of an 
occasional Highland flavor, which, while

Search Expedition in Africa, again addressed 
the members of the British Association at 
Brighton yesterday- 
He related the travels

Captain Speke, during 
the period 
from 


the year 1863 to the year 1865, thought 
proper to question the correctness of the ob- 
servations and conclusions of the famous 
traveller; but it is apparent that the more 
modern report of the aged British exile in the 
cause of science, as it was presented by our 
representative, was well received, despite 
the exercise -of this opposing judgment. Sir 
Henry Kawlinson acknowledged tho value of 
Mr. Stanley's services in a very cordial man- 
ner. The American gentleman was subse- 
quently introduced to His ex-Majesty Napoleon 
the Third, Eugenie and the Prince Imperial of 
France, so that we find the combined cause of 
science and humanity is being rapidly elevated 
above the influence of personal cavil, and the 
first consequences of the union made interest- 
ing to all classes of society, without distinction 
of nationality or rank.

After the speech of Uio Gr.int negro, Gar- 


net, which was dolivorad without other inter- 
ruptions than those caused by the wild cheers 
of his audience, fSaundors, in accordance with 
the arrangement of the discussion, was allowed 
half an hour to reply; and tho closing scene is 
thus described by the republican organ: —• 


Mr. Saumlers again attempted to address the 
meeting, but tie was met with a tremendous out- 
burst ol grroaus aud catcalls that bailies descrip- 
tion. At the earnest request or Mr. Garnet order 
was restored, and Mr. Saunders endeavored to re- 
ply. As soon as he befrau to speak, however, it be- 
c.iui" evident, passion had completely obtained the 
mascery over him, and that biilincsgato and a vio- 
lent c-liulliliou of temper would supersede fact and 
argument.

Several GieeU>y men shook him cordially by the 
Iianil-ou retiriiiK. A breach ol' tho peace geemed 
Inumnunt, but the police vigorously kept back the 
crowd, aud the opposing lacuous teit in iiuict. 


Tho reports in tho other daily journals repre- 


sent the conduct of these free and independent 
electors in a yet more offensive light. When 
Saunders declared that it was God who had 
freed his race from bondage, the remark was 
received with yells, hisses, catcalls, "boo- 
hoos'' and cries of dissent, and the negroes 
evidently believed that the assertion was in- 
t«m<l,vl to do iniustice to their favorite candi- 
date and the republican party. Throughout 
the proceedings there was a display of ignor- 
ance, bigotry and ruffianism revolting to those 
who have been taught to believe that the ballot 
is the palladium of our liberties. 


Yet deplorable as was the exhibition at the 


Cooper Institute, it,was orderly compared 
with the scenes enacted in some of the 
Southern States. 
The negroes freed from 


slavery in the South are for more degraded, 
ignorant and intolerant than their brethren in 
New York, and can be more easily incited to 
acts of rowdyism and violence. Upon such 
men the republican politicians are endeavor- 
ing to bestow the political control of ihe whole 
Southern country, strengthening them wher- 
ever their numbers are less than the whites 
with reinforcements of carpet-baggers and 
scalawags. Let the citizens of New York pic- 
ture their own city ruled by the votes of such 
electors as assembled in the Cooper Institute 
the night before last, and they will be able to 
appreciate the condition of the States and 
cities of the South. The fault does not lie 
with the negroes, but 
with those who 


strive to bind them together - as a dis- 
tinctive political power by imposing upon 
their 
credulity 
aud 
inflaming 
tliei* 


passions. The incendiary speeches of Secre- 
tary Eoutwell calling for a ceaseless enmity 
between the negroes and the whites ; the dan- 
gerous and unchristian letter of Gerrit Smith, 
in which the fierce hatreds engendered by 
slavery are invoked to make tho South, in his 
own words, a "hell of horrors"—these are the 
influences that are calculated to turn tho 
negro into a demon and to make the suffrage 
extended to the black race, in our love of jus- 
tice and equal rights, a curse to the nation. 
Left alone by the politicians; gradually en- 
lightened and educated up to the capacity of 
forming an intelligent political judgment; 
taught that the shackles of slavery are broken, 
forever; that their lot in life must henceforth 
be carved out by their own industry; that they 
have an equal interest with all other citizens 
in the peace, progress and prosperity of the 
nation, and that they must henceforth live in 
harmony and trust with their white neighbors, 
the negroes would become a docile and useful 
people, and their happiness and success in life 
would be insured. But the teachings of the 
radical republican politicians arc calculated to 
keep them still in the ignorance into which 
slavery has plunged them and to bring 
untold evils on tlieir heads. If Greeley should 
be successful in the Presidential canvass, would 
it be surprising if these poor, misguided men, 
taught to believe that the success of the liberal 
party was the signal for their re-enslavement or 
extermination, should bring upon the country 
the horrors of insurrection and bloodshed 
wherever their superior numbers taught them 
that they held the power of revenge and mur- 
der in their hands ? If Grant should succeed, 
would the negroes be likely to undervalue 
the importance of their support of his cause, 
or to allow those who they are told are their 
mortal enemies to live in peace in the Southern 
Stales ? Wo warn the men who are striving 
to oicite the fews nod tho passions, of tho aoaro 


race for their own political ends that they are 
playiuj; with fire, and the disgraceful scouo 
enacted in tho heart of the metropolis ou 
Thursday night ia only a slight foreshadowing 
of the evils they are bringing upon the country. 


Tlie Duty of Honeat Worltlmguifn. 


At Centralia, in one of tho Pennsylvania 


mining districts, a crime was perpetrated on 
tho night of the 14th instant which belongs to 
a class that must bo trampled out ou the free 
soil of America. A certain number of miners, 
it appears, wont to work in opposition to tho 
insolent dictation of some secret labor organ- 
ization known there as the "Molly Maguires," 
and a murderous ambush, by which one man 
out of a party of six was left for dead with 
seventeen buckshot in his body, was tho result 
No clew, we are informed, has been obtained 
of tho identity or whereabouts of the skulking 
would-be murderers. This is disheartening 
and R direct disgrace to tho authorities of the 
place. Labor combinations are all very well 
to regulate the price of labor by fair means; 
but when tho mask, tho musket and tho 
bludgeon are the main arguments with which 
men seek to impress thoir convictions upon 
fellow workmen they become an insupporta- 
ble tyranny.

bo carried out 
An almost complete immu- 


nity from punishment prevailed, and tho 
history of cowardly crime which came otit bit 
by bit was only jcftched by an understanding 
that, no witness before the Commission should 
bo indicted for anything ho confessed.^ Jhjj 
blood of religious England ran cold at tho 
recital, but Sheffield was riJ, for tho time at 
least, of its labor tyrants.

compelled to give a fair day's wages for a fair 
day's work. The pauper paid cutlers of Shef- 
field pleaded tho utter impossibility of main- 
taining a fair rate of wages without bloodshed; 
but not even the most ignorant miner can 
advance that argument hero. 
Labor in 


England is surrounded with tho curse of caste, 
.which pervades all aristocratic governments, 
anil the ignorant workingman may often feel 
that, heavily weighted as he is, no ordinary or 
legal measure can assist him wfiere the law- 
making power is in the hands of thoso_ he 
believes the enemy of his class. The oecur- 
'reueo at Centralia demands that Pennsyl- 
vania, for her own fair fame, should annihilate 
organized murder, and the miners should see 
that in slaughtering their fellow workmen they 
are slaughtering their own cause and cutting 
themselves off from tho sympathy which in 
America would inevitably be on their side if 
their demands were pressed with the firmness 
and moderation of intelligent citizens. As it 
is they will stand alienated from consideration 
while murder is attempted in their name, and 
the Eroadheada, "Molly Maguires" or what- 
ever name they are known by are permitted to 
sneak away from their ambush, to bo after- 
wards sheltered and screened from the eye of 
justice. The miners should deliver up the mis- 
creants and rescue themselves from the dis- 
grace that the assassins bring upon them. 


Central American AiTairg* 


From Havana we learn that Honduras has 


recently been the scene of one of those fre- 
quent revolutions so characteristic of Spanish- 
American populations. Medineta, after seiz- 
ing the foreign vessels, had overcome and de- 
posed President Medina and proclaimed him- 
self President. Sanchez, the lieutenant of 
Medineta, had arrested the President and sub- 
sequently, after accepting a ransom for his life, 
had sent him to Camayagua for trial. These 
proceedings of Sanchez were varied by put- 
ting General Chamoro to death and imprison- 
ing the Spanish Consul at Omoa, which port 
he left on the 2d instant. On the 4th General 
Osorio arrived and re-established the old 
tinthority. In this brief sketch _of ji revolu- 
tion and counter revolution we lose sight of 
ei-President Medina. 
On the 14th the

claimants for proi^cMon. English, German, 
Spanish 
and 
American 
merchants have 


suffered terribly from these 'volcanic move- 
ments in Honduras politics. John BuS .has 
large interests in that country, and it is highly 
probable, should this state of affairs continue, 
he may soon consider himself entitled to inter- 
fere and place a protectorate over this too 
rapidly revolving country. If President Grant 
and Secretary Fish could spare a little atten- 
tion to this subject they would find that the 
Monroe doctrine commits the United States to 
taking cognizance of such disorders among 
our neighboring republics, and that "manifest 
destiny," ad understood by, the bulk of 
Americans, requires us to resist any European 
interference in tho affairs of this Continent, 
This is one of the first matters to which the 
President should look. 
Delay will only com- 


plicate the subject by bringing European 
governments into it in defiance of our tradi- 
tional policy, and with prejudice to the rights 
of our merchants.

«._«.i5u'have"done to gain the confluence'of the Lo- 
roauic some fifty miles below, and thcnc* ascend 
through Lake Lincoln to the ancient fountains be- 
yond the copper mines of Katanga, and this would 
nearly finish my geographical work. But It was so 
probable that the dyke which forms the narrows 
would be prolonged across country Into Louiame 
tnat 1 resolved lo turn towards this great, river 
considerably above tho narrows, and where the 
distance between Lualaba and Lomame Is about 
eighty miles. 
A friend, named Puenmbe, was reported lo be 
comlnc from I'iUi with a caravan of 2tfO puns and 
nine imdertraders with tlielr people. The Uanlau 
slaves refused duty three timcH, and tue sole 
reason they alleged for their mutiny was fear of 
going where "there were no Moslems.'' The loss 
»f all their wages was a matter of no importance to 
anv one except their masters at Zanzibar. As an 
Englishman they knew I would not beat or chain 
them, ivnd two of them frankly avowed that all they 
needed for obedience was a free man to thrash 
them. 
The slave traders all sympathized wilh 
them, for they hated my being present to witness 
their atrocities. The sources ol the Nile they knew 
to be a sham; to reveal their slaving was my true 
object, and all dread being "written against." 1 
thcrerore waited three mouths for Dugumbc, who 
Appeared to be a geu'.lemau, and oirered 4,0;to 
^•upces, or jc-iyo, for ten men and a cnnoe ou Lo- 
fcuame, and, 
afterwards, all the goods 1 believed I 
liad at Ujiji, to enable me to finish what I had to do 
•Without the Bauiau. slaves. Ills first words to me 
ivere, ''"Why, vour own slaves are your greatest 
enemies, ihear everywhere how they luvii named 
TOU." 
He agreed to my proposition, but required 
a few days to consult his associates. 
••Two days afterwards, or on the loth of June, a 
ioassacre was perpetrated which filled me with 
fiuch. intolerable loathing that 1 resolved to yield 
to the Haulan slaves, return to Vjlji, get men from 
tne coast, and try to finish the rest of my work by 
'golnc outside the "area of UJijtan bloodshed Instead 
t»f vainly trying from Its interior outwards. 
• .Dugumbe's people built their lint s ou the right bank 
of the Lualaba, at a market place called Nyauwe. 
On hearing that tho head slave of a trader at Uiijl 
3iad, In order tojret canoes cheap, mixed blood with 
the head men of the liageuya on the left bank, they 
jrere disgusted with his assurance, and resolved to 
tmniBU him and make an Impression iu the country 
In favor of their own greatness by au assault on 
"tlje market people and on all the Bageiiya who had 
dared to make friendship with any but themselves, 
tragurnoio. the principal undertraaer of Dugumbc's 
party, was the perpetrator. The marxet was at- 
tended every fourth day by between 2,001) ami 3,000 
people. It was held on a. long slope of land which. 
down at the river, ended in a creek capable of con- 
taining between nfty and sixty large canoes. The 
•jnajorliy of the market people were women, many 
of them very pretty. The people west of the river 
Ill-ought fish, ealt, pepper, oil, gross-cloth, iron, 
fowls, goats, sheep, pigs, in great numbers to ex- 
change with those cost of the river for cassava 
ttraln, potatoes and other farinaceous products. 
Jloey have a stiong sense of natural justice, and all 
Unite In forcing each other to fair dealing. At. first 
toy presence made them all afraid, but wishing to 
jraln their confidence, which my enemies tried to 
undermine or prevent, I went among them fre- 
quently, and when they saw no harm iu me became 
very gracious; the bargaining was tiie finest act- 
ing I ever saw. 1 understood but few or the words 
that new off the glib tongues or the women, but 
their gestures spoke plainly. I took sketches of 
the nrteeti varieties of ash brought In. to compare 
them with those of tne Kile farther down, and all 
were eager to tell their names. But on the date re- 
ferred to I had left the market only a minute or 
tiro when three men whom I had seen with guns, 
and felt inclined to reprove them for bringing them 
Into the market place, b&t had refrained by attribut- 
ing it to Ignorance in new comers, began to fire 
Into the dense crowd around them. Another party, 
down at the canoes, ruined their balm «•>«•<>*-»=•'-- 
struck multitude 'ttuic rusned into these vessels. 
All threw away their goods, the men forgot their 
paddles, the canoes were jammed in the creek and 
could not be got out q.uick enough, so many men 
And women eprucg Into the water. The women of 
the left bank are expert divers for oysters, and a 
Jong line of heads showed a crowd, striking out for 
an filana a. mile off; to gain It they Had to turn the 
left shoulder against a current of between a mile 
and a half to two miles au hour. Had they gone 
diagonally •with the current, though that wou'.a 
have oeen three miles, many would nave gained 
tJie shore. It was horrible to see one head after 
another disappear, some calmly, others throw- 
ing 
their arms Uign up towards the Great 
father of all, and going down. Some of the men 
w»o got canoes out of the crowd paddled quick, 
•with hands and arms, to help their friends; three 
took people in till they all sank together. One man 
bad clearly lost his head, for lie paddled a canoe 
which would have held nfty people straight up 
Stream nowhere. The Arans estimated the loss at 
between four and nve hundred souls. Dngumbe 
sent out some of his men in one of thirty canoes 
•K-cich the owners in their fright could not extri- 
cate, to save tne sinking, one lady refused to be 
taken on board because sue thought that she was 
to be made a slave; but he rescued twentv-one. and 
prills own accord sent them next day home. Many 
escaped and came to me. aud were, restored to 
their friends. When the fifing began on the terror- 
etrtcken crowd at the canoes, Tagamoio's band 
feegan tufcir assault on the people ou the west ot 
tne river and continued the fire all dav. I counted 
seventeen villages in flames and next day six. 
I>u- 
irnmbets power over the underlings is limited, bat 
Ee ordered them to cease shooting. Those to the 
market were so reckless they shot two of their own 
{lumber. Tagamolo's crew came back next dav, in 
canoes, shouting and firing off their guns as if be- 
lieving that they were worthy of renown. 
jfextday about twenty head men fled from tlie 
west banJc and came to my house- There was no 
occasion now to tell them that tue English had no 
<Jesire for human blood. They begged hard that i 


knew, and when Dtgatabe waited, 
-waylaid 
aud killed one of nte pcopM. Iu our return wo 
passed another camp or Vjijkn traders, aud tboy 
begKv'U i»« lo uilow their men to ,.oln my pavly. 
These, included seventeen, men of Manyomn who 
hail volunteered to carry Ivory to UJIJI ami goods 
b'ick again. Theso were the very urst of the Man- 
vema who had in modern times gone liny miles 
from their birthplaces. AH all the Arabs had been 
euloiucd by Sayed Majid, the late Hullan, to show 
m<- all the kindness to tneir ixiwer, 1 cou!.l not de- 
cline their request. My party was increased to 
rlghtv aud a long Hue ol men bearing elephants' 
UiHks' «'ave us till the appearance of traders. Tne 
only cloth 1 bad left some wontbs l^foro consisted 
of two red blankets, which wero converted iuto a 
irlarlng dress, unbecoming enough, but there wero 
no Kuropeans to see It. The maltreated men, now 
hnruiug for revenge, remembered the dress, and 
very naturally tried to kill the man who had 
murdered 
their 
relations. 
They- would 
hold 
no parley. 
We had to pass through live 
hours- or'rorest, with vegetation HO dense that 
bv stooping down and peering towards the sun 
we could at times only sec a shadow moving, and a 
slight rustle in the rank vegetation was a spear 
thrown from tlie shadow of au Infuriated man. Our 
people in front peered Into every little opening In 
the dense thicket before they would, venture past it: 
this detained the rear, and two persons near to me 
were stlnlu. A large spear lunged past close behind; 
another missed me by about a foot In front. Coming 
to a part or the forest of about a nundred yards 
cleared for cultivation, 1 observed that tire had 
been applied to one of the gigantic trees, made still 
til'rhar by growing on au anthill twenty or move 
feet high. Hearing the crack that, tow tho lire had 
eaten through, I felt that there was no danger, it 
looked so far away, till It appeared coming right 
down toward me. 1 ran a few paces back, ami it 
came to tho ground only one yard on, broke in 
several lengths, und covered me with a cloud of 
dust. My attendants rau back, exclaiming, •' t'eac-.e, 
peace 1 you will finish your work in spite of all these 
people, and In spite of everything." 
1, too, took It 
as an omen of good that 1 had three narrow escapes 
from death In one day. 
The Mauyerna are export in throwing the spour, 
and as I had a glauce or him whose spoar missed by 
less than au inch behind, and he was not ten yards 
•Off, I was saved clearly by ttie good hand of tlie 
Almighty Preserver of men. 1 can say this devoutly 
now, but In running tho terrible gauntlet for live 
weary hou-.R among furies all eager to signalize 
themselves by slaying one they sincerely believed 
to have been guilty of a horrid outrage, uo elevated 
sentiments entered the mind. 
The excitement 
gave way to overpowering weariness, and 1 felt as 
1 suppose soldiers do ou the field o" nattle—not 
courageous, but perfectly Indifferent whether 1 
were Killed or not.

On coming to the cleared plantations belonging 
to the next group of villages all lay dowutorim, 
and I soon saw their headman walking unarmed 
In a stately manner toward us. H« had heard the 
vain firing of my men into the dense vegetation 
nnd came to Inquire the cause- When he had con- 
sulted his elders ho seut an offer to nie Iu the even- 
ing to collect all his people, and ir I lent him my 
people who had guns he would brlnn me ten goats 
instead of three milch ones 1 had lost. 1 again ex- 
plained the mistake under which his next neigh- 
bors labored, and as he understood the whole case 
he was ready to admit that, my joining In his an- 
cient feud would oulv make matters worse. lu- 
deeil, my old Highland blood had been roused by 
the wroiigs which Ills foes had suffered, and all 
through 1 could not help sympathizing with them, 
though 1 was tlie especial object of their revenge.

Ujuf, October 30,1S71. 


Sin—1 wrote on the 2M.U and 23th current two 


very hurried letters, oue for you and the other for 
Lord Clarendon, which were forwarded fo rnyau- 
yembe. 1 had just reached tlUs place thoroughly 
jaded In body aud mind, and found thai your apcnt, 
Shereef lioshcr, hart sold off all the troods you pent 
for slaves aud Ivory for himself. 
He had divined 


on the Koran and round that 1 was dead. 
He also 


wrote to the Governor or Unyanyembe that he had 
sent slaves to Manyema, who returned and reported 
my decease, and he wished the permission of the 
Governor to sell the goods. 
He, however, knew 


from men who came from me iu Manyema that I 
was near Djijl at Bambarre, and waiting for him 
and supplies; but when my frleuds here protested 
against the sale of my goods he Invarliibly an- 
swered. "You know nothing about the matter. 1 
alone know that the Consul ordered me to remain 
one month at Ujiji, aud then sell of and return.'' 
When I came he said that Ludha had so ordered 
him. 


From the Haulan slaves you sent I learn. Ilia t 


Ludha went to All Wn Salem liuraschid, u person 
notoriously dishonest, and he recommended Shereer 
Boslier as leader or the caravan. No sooner did he 
obtain command than he went to Miihamad Xassur, 
who furnished twenty-five boxes or soap anil eight 
cases of brandy, to be retailed In the course of the 
journey inland, .u Basomoyo Shereer got. a quan- 
tity or opium and gunpowder from two Ramans 
there, whose nauics are unkuo\yn to me. In their 
house Shereer broke the soap boxes aud stowed the 
contents in my bales; the brandy cases were kept 
entire, and paga/.t employed to carry them and me 
opium and gunpowder, and paid out of my bales. 
The Banians and Shereef had interposed their own 
trade speculation between two government o:'.l- 
cers, aud thenceforward all the expenses of the 
Journey were defrayed out of my supplies, and 
Shereef was able to send back to Ins accom- 
plices five Irasilalis of ivory from rnyanyembe. 
value some sixty pounds; the_paga;a again Piiidjjv 
me..

Shereer finished up. as above

beads. He left four pieces of calico and weut off 
from this; but, hearing of disturbances at Uuyaa- 
yembe, deposited his ivory iu » village near, aud 
coming back took the four pieces of calico, and 1 re- 
ceived of all the flue calico and dear beads you sent 
not a single yard or string of beads. 
Awathe, the other head man employed, was a 
spectator of all the plunder by Shereer from the 
coast onwards, and uever opened iiis voice in re- 
monstrance or in sending back a report to his em- 
ployer. He carefully concealed an infirmity from 
vou" which prevented liim from performing a single 
duty for me. He Had his "sneepa" long before lie 
was engaged, and he stated to ine that the large 
fleshy growth came up at once ou reaching Ujiji.

Mv Loiin—The despatch or Lord Clarendon, dated 


31st May, ip?o, came to this place on (he i;uh nil.. 
anil Its very ktadly tone aud sympathy atrorded me 
a world or encouragement. Your lordship will ex- 
cuse me in saying that with my gratitude there 
mingled sincere sorrow that the personal friend 
who signed it was no more. 


In the kind wish expressed ror my return home I 


can join most cordially; indeed, 1 am seized with a 
sore longing every time my family, now crowing up. 
comes into myuilnd; but if I explain you wilt not 
deem me unreasonable iu making one more effort 
to make a reasiblc finish up of my work. 1 know 
about six hundred miles of the long watershed of 
South Central Africa pretty fairly. I'rom this the 
majority of the vast number of the springs of the 
Nile do unquestionably arise and form great mains 
or drainage In the (.Ireat Nile Valley, which begins 
in latitude ten to twelve degrees south. 
Uut iu tlie 


Si'venth hundred miles four fountains arc reported, 
which arc different from all 1 have seen in rising 
from the base of »n earthen mound us full-grown 
gn.shin£ springs, each of which at no great dlsiance 
off becomes a large river. 1 have heard or this re- 
markable mound '200 miles distant on the souili- 
west. Again, S03 miles distant ou the south Mr. 
Oswell aud I heard that the Upper Xambesi or Lam- 
bai rose at (this) one point. Then intelligent na- 
tives mentioned it ISO miles off on the cast, aud 
ajrain 15o froni it ou the northeast, aud also in the 
Mauve-ma country 100 miles uorth-uorthcast. Intel- 
ligent Arabs who had visited tlie mound and foun- 
' alns spoke or them as a subject or wonder and con- 
firmed all my previous information. I cunuoi doubt 
of their existence, and I have even given names by 
anticipation to the fountains whose rivers 1 know. 
Hut on the next point, which, ir correct, givfs 
these fountains a historic Interest. I speak wilh 
great, diffidence, and would fain apologise lor men- 
tioning, on the dim recollections or boyhood, and 
without a single book of reference, to haxard the 
conjecture that these fountains rising together, and 
floiviufr two north Into the Xile aud two south to 
luuer kihiopm. are prubably the sources of the Nile 
mentioned to Herodotus I>v the yccretarv of Min- 
erva iu the city or Sals iu Kgvpt. The idea iui- 


i parted by the words or the ancient historian was 
' that the waters, or the sources \velled up in unfath- 
omable fountains and then parted, half to Egypt 


' and me other hair to Inner Ethiopia. 
The unck-nt traveller or trader who first brought 
the report down to Kf:ypi would scarcely be so pre- 
cise us 10 c.\pU!u ol waters that seem to issue 
from nearly one spot flowed on to opposite

Tile northeast 
fountain, Karlle 1'rere's, flows as the large river 
l.uiira into Kawolondo, one of four large lakts in 
Wcljb's UuUabit, The centre Hue of drainage then, 
that on tlie northwest or the mound, Young's (Sir 
raraffin) fountain flows through Lake Lincoln, and 
as the Kiver Lo:nauit- joins Webb's Lualal'a before 
the lourth lar^e lake is roi-inntl, or which rhe- out- 
ilow is said to be Info I'ctherick's branch, two cer- 
tainlv flow nort.li, and two as certainly floxv south;

what it is worth, and not dogmatically. The gen- 
tlemen who stay at home at ease may smile at my 
assurance in recalling the memories of boyhood in 
Central Atrica; bu.t let these be the .sources or the 
Sfeuf;Iat<?tCatrlno one taayacorue"afterwards aud cut 
me out. bv a fresh batch of sources. 
I am very uuwlillug to attach blame to auy one, 
and 1 ran only ascribe it to iguorancu at Zanzibar 
of our government being stringently opposed, to ita 
ofliccrs etuplovlug slave labor that some five or six 
hundred pounds' worth of my goods were entrusted 
to Ludha, a concealed slave dealer, who again 
placed the supplies in the hands of slaves under 
two dishonest Ircemen. who, as I have described in 
my letter of the 14th ult., caused me a great loss or 
time aud ultimately of all the goods. 
Again, £000 or goods—this being half of fi.ooo 
kiudly sent by Her Majesty's government to my 
aid—was, by some strange hallucination, handed 
over to Ludha again, and he again committed them 
to slaves iind two freemen. AU lay 1'earitiiig on my 
stores at Bagomovo, on the mainland opposite Zan- 
zibar, from the latter part of October. ISTO, to the 
latter

of 
February, 
1871, 
and

them. 
They came on 
to 
Uuvauvembe, a point from twenty days to a mouth 
east of this, and lav there till a war which broke out 
in July gave them'a good excuse to continue there 
still. "Ludha is a verv polite and rich Banian, but 
in this second Wll he makes a shameless overcharge 
S3t>4. All the Banians and Arabs hate to see me in 
the slave mart aud dread exposure. Here and iu 
iluuvema I have got into the good graces of all the 
Arabs of position, iiut the liauiau hatred of our 
interrercace In the slave trade manifests itself in 
the low cunniug of imbuing the ininfls of the slaves 
sent with tUe idea that they aru not to follow me. 
but in accordance with some fabulous letter, force 
me back. This thev have propagated all through 
the country, and really seem to believe it. My let- 
ters to the ci-ast having been so often dc-stroved, I 
cad rclimiuisacil hope or ever obtaining help irom 
Zanzibar, and proposed when 1 bc-cauie stronger to 
work my way down to Mtexa or JJaker lor help and 
men. 
A va'nie rumor reached Ujiji in tlie beginning ol 
last month that an Englishman had come to On- 
yanyembe with, boats, norees, men and goods in 
abundance, it was in vain to conjecture who this 
coukl be: and my eager inquiries were met by an- 
swers no contradictory that 1 began to doubt if any 
stranger had come at ell. But one dav. 1 cannot 
say which, for 1 was three weeks too fast iu. my 
reckoning, mv man »usi came dashing up in great 
excitement, aud gasped out, "Au Englishman com- 
ing:- see lilinl" and off he ran to meet him. The 
American flag at the head or the caravan told me 
the nationality ol' the straufar. It was llenry M. 
Stanley, the travelling correspondent of the NEW 
YOKK HERALD, sent by the sou of tlie editor, lames 
Gordon Bennett, Jr., at au expeuse of £4,000, to ob- 
tain correct information about jue if living, and if 
dead to bring home my bones. The kindness was 
extreme, uud made my whole frame thrill with ex- 
citement aud gratitude. 
I had been left nearly destitute by the moral idiot 
Shereef selling off xu*' goods for slaves and ivory for 
himself. Mi-condition was sufficiently forlorn, for 
I had but a very few articles or barter left ofwhatl 
had taken the precaution to leave here, In case of 
extreme net-d. The strange news Mr. Stanley had to 
tell to one for vears oat of communication with the 
world was quite reviving. Appetite returned, ana 
inaweetl began to fccl sti onsr. Having men and

Ou returning, on the isth current, Jlr. Stanley 
received a letter from t'ao American consul at Zan- 
zibar of Jill) June last, ana Aden triegnuns of Eu- 
ropean news up to the 29th April. My mail was 
dated November, 1870. aud would not have left the 
slaves had uot Jilr. Stanley accidentally seen it aud. 
seized it for rue. What woe done b.v the American 
consul could have been (ione bv the English consul, 
bat for tlie unaccountable propensity to employ 
slave trader anil slaves. 
See'uc uo hope of even the third £500. or last 
half of ine government £l.w,o, ueinsr placed in any 
other hands but those of tlie polity Ludlia. I have 
taken the H'icrtv of resolving to return afnllmoiith 
eastward to secure thfc aregsot ray goods from the 
ilavus there and accc-pt t hose that Mr. Stanley offers, 
hire freemen at Unvanyembe wiiu them aud then 
return back to the watershed to finish the little I 
have to do. 
In going and returning from Unyanyembe I shall 
lose three or four months. The ancient ioniuains 
will require eight months more; but in oue year 
from this ame, with ordinary health, the geographi- 
cal work will be done. 
I am presuming that your I/jrdsliip will say, "If 
worth doing at all, It is worth doing well." All my 
friends will wlsnmc to make a complete work of 
the source* of the ancient river.

been so frequently destroyed by those whose Interest 
and cupidity lead them to hate correspondence as 
likely to expose their slaving, that I had nearly lost 
all heart to write, but being assured that this 
packet will be taken safe Home by Mr. Blanley, 1 
add a fifth letter to four already penned, the pleas- 
ure ot believing that ttiiy will really come iuto your 
lordship's hands overpowering the con.sciousucss of 
having been much too prolix. 


The Hubject to which 1 beg to draw your atten- 


tion is the p-.irt which the Banians ol Xanxlhar, who 
are protected British subjects, play iu carrying on 
the slavo trade in Central Africa, especially iu 
Miuiycmn. the country west, or I'jiJI; together 
with a proposition which 1 have very much at 
heart—the possibility of em-ouniging the native 
Christians of English sett'.'ments on the West 
Coast of Africa to remove, bv voluntary emigra- 
tion, to a healthy spot ou this side the Continent. 
The Itanian British subjects have long been and 
arc now the chief propagators of the Zanzibar 
slave trade: their inonev. and olu-n their muskels, 
gunpowder, balis. Dints, beads, brass wire and 
calico, are annually advanced to the Arabs at 
enormous Interest, for the murderous work of 
slaving, of the nature or which every Banian 
is 
fully 
aware. 
Having 
mixed 
much 
with 
the 
Arabs 
In 
the 
interior, 
1 soon 
learned the whole system that is called "butchce" 
or Banian trading is simply marauding aud mur- 
dering by the Arabs at the instigation and by the 
aid of our Indian fellow subjects. The cunning in- 
dhms secure nearly all the profits of the caravans 
thev tend inland, -and very adroitly let the odium 
or slaving rest on their Arab agents. As a rule, 
very rew Arabs could proceed on a trading expedi- 
tion unless supplied by the Banians with arms, 
ammunition und goods, slaves are not bought in 
the countries to whir.li the Uuulan agents proceed— 
Indeed it is a mistake to call the system of Ujiji 
slavo "trade'' at all; the captives arc not. traded 
for, but murdered ror. and the eaugs that are 
dragged coastwards to enrich the Mantuns are usu- 
ally not slaves, but captive free people. A Sultan 
anxious to do justly rattier than pocket, head-money 
would proclaim them all free as soon as t hey reached 
hip territory. 
Let me give an Instance or two to illustrate the 
mule of our Indian fellow subjects. My friend 
Muhamad llogharib sent a l.trse party of his people 
far do\vn the great river Lualaba to trade for ivory 
about the middle ol isri. He is one of the best 
or the traders, a native of Zarr/.Ujar, and not one or 
the mainlanaers, who are lower types or man. The 
best men have, however, oitcn tho worst attend- 
ants. This party was headed by one Hossanl, and 
he, with two other head men. advanced to the peo- 
ple of Nvangwe twenty-live copper bracelets to be 
paid for in ivoiy on their return. The rings were 
worth about live shilllnRH at I'jlji, and it being well 
known that the Nvangwe people had no Ivory the 
advance was a mere trap; for, on returning and de- 
manding payment in ivory in vain, they began an 
assault which continued lor three days. All the 
villages of a large district were robbed, Home 
burned, many men killed and nbout one hundred 
and liftv captives secured. 
On iroiug subsequently iuto Southern Manyueina 


I met the poorest of the above-mentioned head 
meu, who had onlv been able to advance five of the 
twentv-llve bracelets, aud he told me that he had 
bought tcu tusks with part or the captives; aud 
having received information at the village where 1 
lound him ubont two more tusks, he was waiting 
for eight other captives from Mnhamad's camp to 
purchase them. 1 had now got into terms onrieiid- 
s-hip with all the respectable traders of lli.it quar- 
ter ami they gave information with unrestrained 
freedom -, and all 1 state may be relied ou. On ask-

plied. "This Muhamad Nassur is the man Irom 
whom Iboriowed all the money and jjoods for this 
journey." 
1 win not refer to the horrid and senseless mas- 
sacre which 1 unwillingly witnessed at Nyanjrwe, 
iu which the Arabs themselves computed the loss 
of life at between three hundred and four hundred 
soul* 
(See No J.) It pained uie sorely to let the 
mind dwell lou# enough ou It to pen the short 
account I gave, but 1 mention it again to point out 
that Uie clilvr i"Jiii^Lmtui-, Ta^amoio, p*»<Miiu**ri -ajl 
his gulls and gunpowder from Ludha L»amji, the 
richest liauian and chief slaTC-trailcr of Zanzibar. 
lie has had the cunniug to conceal his actual parti- 
cipation iu slaving, but there is not au Arab in the 
country who woulU hesitate a moment to poiut out 
that, but ror the money of Ludha Damji and other 
Banians who borrow from him, slavtuir, especially 
in these more distant countries, would instantly 
cease, it is not to be overlooked that most other 
trades as well as slaving is carried on by Banians: 
the custom-house and revenue are entirely In their 
hands; the eo-called governors are their trade 
agents; Svde bin Salem Buraschid. the thievish 
Governor here, is merely a trade agent of Lndha, and 
lionestv having been no part of his qualifications for 
the office, the most shameless transactions of other 
Banian agents are all smoothed over by him. A 
common way he has of concealing crimes is to place 
delinquents in villages adjacent to this, and wheu 
they are inquired for bv the Sultan he reports that 
they arc sick. Jt was no secret that all the Banians 
looked with disfavor on my explorations and 
disclosures as likely to injure one great source of 
their wealth. Knowing this, it almost took away 
my breath when I heard that tlie great but covert 
slave-trader Lndha Damji had been requested to 
forward supplies and men to me. This a.nd similar 
applications must have appeared to Ludha so !ndi- 
crous that he probably answered, with his tongue 
in Uls cheek. His help was all faituf«.!lv divec-tort to - 
wards securing my failure. I am extremely unwil- 
ling to appear as if making a wail on mv own ac- 
count, or ft? if trying to excite commiseration. 1 
am greatly more elated by the unexpected kind- 
ness or unknown friends and the liberality and 
sympathy of Her Majesty's government than cast 
down by losses and obstacles. But I have a pur- 
pose in view in mentioning mishaps. 
Before leaving Zanzibar in 18861 paid for and dis- 
patched a stock of goods to be placed in depot at 
Ujiji; the Banyamweziporters, orpagazi, as usual, 
brought them honestly to this Governor or Utinian 
agent, the same who Blundered Burton and Speke 
pretty freelv: aud he placed my goods in charge of 
his own slave Musa bin Saloom, who. about mid- 
way between this and Djiji, stopped the caravan 
ten days while he plundered as much as lie chose, 
and went off to buy ivory for his owner, Karague. 
Saloom has been kept out of the way over since; 
the dregs of the stores left by this slave are the 
only supplies I have received since 1886. Another 
stock of goo<i» was despatched from Zanzibar in 
1S6S but the whole was devoured at this place and 
the letters destroyed so that I should know notii- 
iac about them- 
Another large supply, sent 
through Ludha and his slaves in 1SC9-70, came to 
Ujiji aud, except a few pounds of worthless beads 
out or 700 pounds of fine dear beads, all were sold 
off for slaves and ivorv by the persons selected by 
Ludha Damji. I refer to these wholesale losses be- 
cause, though well known to Ludha aud ah the 
Banians, the statement was made in the House or 
Lords (I suppose on the strength or Ludlm's 
plausible fables) that all my wants had been sup- 


By coming back in a roundabout route of SOD 
miles from Ujiji I did Hud two days ago a good 
quantity of supplies, tlie remalus of what had been 
sent oirirom Zauzibar sixteen months ago. Ludha 


going on gave them a good excuse for going no 
further. The head men were thieves, and had I 
not returned and seized what remained I should 
again have lost all. All the liuniau slaves who have 
been sent by Ludha ami other Bauiaus were lull of 
the idea that they were not to follow but force me 
back. 
I cannot say that I am altogether free from cha- 
grin in view of the worry, thwarting, baffling which 
the Banians and their slaves have inflicted. Com- 
mon traders procure,supplies of merchandise from 
the coast, and send loads of ivory down by toe 
game pagazi or carriers we employ, without any 
loss. 
But the 
Banians aud their agents arc 
not their enemies. I have 
lost more than 
two years iu lime, have been burdened with 
1 800 "miles of tramping, aud how much waste 
of 
money I cannot Buy, 
through my affairs 
having been committed to Bauiaus and slaves wuo 
mre not meu. I have adhered, in spite of losses, 
with a sort of John Bullish tenacity to my task, ana 
while bearing misfortune in as manly a way as pos- 
sible it strikes me that it, is wen that 1 have been 
brought face to face with the Banian system that 
inflicts enormous evils on Central Africa. Gentle- 
men iu India who seeomy the wealth brought to 
Bombay and Cutch, and know that the religion of 
the Banians doex not allow them to harm a fly, very 
naturally conclude that all Cutchccs may safely be 
entrusted witli the possession of staves. Bat I have 
been forced to see that tnosc who. shrink from 
killing a fica or inosyuitd are virtually tne 
•worst cannibals in »« AirlW. The Manyema 
cannibals, among whom I »pvnt 
nearly two 
years, are innocents compared with our pro- 
tected liaujau fellow (iibiecin. 
Bv their Arab 


ftycwfs they compass the destruction of more human 
It v» Iu One year than the Munyncma do lor their 
tlt'Hliputs Iu ten: and could the Indian gentlemen 
who opi.'osc the anti-slave-trade policy of the l*'or- 
I'itfn oincc but wltuess the horrid deedsdoue by the 
Haitian agents tlwty would bo foremost In decreeing 
that every Cntchve found guilty or direct or Iwlireel 
(laving s'liould forthivlth be shipped back to India, 
if uot to the Andaman Island!!. 
'lite Uauians, havtug complete possession of the 
the Custom llouso am' revenue of Zanzibar, enjoy 
ample opportunity to aid and conceal the slave 
trade and all fraudulent transactions committed by 
their ugv'Uts. It would l>« good policy to recom- 
mend the Sultan, »H he cannot trust his Moslem 
Hnbiect to place his income from all sources In tho 
hands of an Kngllsli or American merchant or 
know n reputation and uprightness, lie would be a 
checK ou the slave trade, a benefit to the Snltuu 
and an aid to lawlul commerce. 
Uut bv far the most, beneficial measure that 
could oe'introduccd into Eastern Africa would be 
the moral element which hau worked so bene- 
ficially In suppressing the slave trade around all 
the English settle-incuts of the west coast. Tho 
Hanlti'iH seem to have no religion worthy or the 
name, and among Mohammedans religion and 
morality 
are 
completely 
disjoined. 
IMU'erenl 
opinions have bceu expressed as to the success of 
Christian missionaries, and gentlemen who judge 
bv the rlir-rair that rollow Indian camps speak very 
unfavorably, from an impression that the drunk- 
ards who 'profess to bo of "master's caste- und 
drink brandy'1 arc average sptM-imcns ot Christian 
converts. 
Hut. tho 
comprehensive 
report of 
Colonel ord presented to rarlhinient (IHd, 
1)) con- 
tains uo such mistake. 
He states that while 
the presence 
of the squadron has had some 
share in suppressing the slave trade, the re- 
sult IH mainly due to the existence or tne settle- 
ments-. 
Tlii:< Is supported by Ihc fact that, even iu 
those least visited by men-of-war, It haw been as 
effectually suppressed' us In tliowe which have been 
their most constant rcsorf. The moral element which 
has proved beneficial ail round the settlements Is 
mainly due to tin- tc:uMiln« ol missionaries. 1 would 
carefully avoid anything like boasling over the be- 
ii'-volcnt efforts or our rountrvmen, but here their 
cood Influences lire totally unknown. No attempt 
has ever been made bv the Mohammedans in East 
Afrii'ii to propajiale tiieir fallli, and their trade in- 
tercourse hap out v made the nit f.iyrs more avaricious 
than themselves.' The lines levied ou all traders 
arc nearly Iirohiltitlve. and nothing Is given In re- 
turn, Mr. Stanley was mulcted of 1,000 yards or 
superior calico between the sea and Ujiji, and we 
made a detour or :wu miles f.w avolii similar spolia- 
tion among people accustomed to Arabs, it 
has been said

forced contributions impudently demanded, and 
neither service nor food returned. 
if the native Christians of one or more of the 
English settlements on the West Coast, which 
have fully accomplished the olije.cts or their cstab- 
llshnicnt'iu-suppressing the slave trade, could be 
induced by voluntary emigration to remove to 
.some healthy spot on the East, Coast they would ill 
time frown down the duplicity which prevails so 
innc.ii In all classes that no slave treaty can bind 
Ihi'in. Slaves purchase their freedom in Cuba and 
return to unhealthy Lagos to settle as petty 
traders, stm or the same enterprising class who 
have 
been 
imbued 
with 
the moral atmos- 
phere of our 
Hetllemcnts 
would 
be of 
in- 
calculable value 
in 
developing 
lawlul 
com- 
merce. 
Moinbas 
is 
ours already; 
we 
left 
it, but- never ceded it. 
The mainland opposite 
Zan/.ibar is much more healthy than the Island, and 
the Sultan gives as much land as can be cultivated 
to any one who asks. No native right is interfered 
with bv the sift. All that would be required would 
be an able, innuvuual man to begin and lead the 
movement: the officials already in oillce could have 
passages in men-of-war. The only additional cost 
to what is at present incurred would be part of tlie 
passage money on loan and small rations and house 
rent, both ol' which are very cheap, ror hair a year. 
It would be wen to prevent, Europeans, even as 
missionaries, U'oui entering Hie scttlcuwnt till It 
was well established. 


Many English iu new climates reveal theuisc-lies 
to be born fools, and then blame some one for hav- 
ing advised them, or lay their own excesses to the 
door of African fever. "That disease Is In all con- 
science bad enough, but medical men are fully 
aware that frequently it ifl uot lever, but folly that 
kills. linindy, black women and lazy Inactivity tire 
worse I hail the climate. A settlement once lairly 
established and reputed safe, will not long lack re- 
ligious teachers, anil it will then escape the heavy 
burden of beius a scene for martyrdom. 
If the Sultan or Zanzibar were relieved from pay- 


Ing the heavy subsidy to Ihc ruler or Muscat lie 
would, for the relict granted, readily concede all 
that, one or two transferred English settlements 
would require. The English name, now respected 
In all the iutenor. would be a sort ot safeguard to 
pel tv traders wliile gradually supplanting the 1111- 
Kfti-upnlniiM Banians who ulmsa it. 
And lawful 
trad,- would, by the aid of English and American 
merchants, be exi.lti-d to a position it has never 
held since Banians and Moslems emigrated to Ar- 
rica. It is true that Lord Canning did ordain that 
the annual subsidy should be paid by Zanzibar to 
Muscat. But a statesman or his eminence never 
coulti have contemplated it as an indefinite aid to 
eairer slave traders, while non-payment might be 
used to root, out the wretched traillc. 11 in addition 
to the relief suggested the Sultan of Zanzibar were 
guaranteed protection from his relations and others 
in Muscat, ho would je<-i it to be his Interest to 
ol.serve a treaty to suppress s:avmg all along his 
L'i aiii thankful in now reporting myself well sup- 
plied with stores ample enough to take a leasiblc 
tinish-up of the geographical portion of my inlsslon- 
This is due partly to the goods I seized two days 
a;™ n-om the slaves, who have been feasting ou 
them lor the lost sixteen inonthfi, but chiefly to a 
large assortment of the best barter articles pre- 
sented by Henry M. Stanley, who, as I have already 
informed Your Lordsiiip, was kiudly sent by James 
Cordon Bennett, Jr., ol New York, und who bravely 
persisted, in the teeth of the most serious ob- 
stacles, till he found mo at Ujiji, shortly, or one 
month, after layretv.rn from. Manyueina, in aud ues- 
titute. Jt will readily be believed that I feel deeply 
grateful ror this disinterested and unlooked-for 
kindness. The supplies I seized two days ago, 
after a return march of 300 miles laid on me by the 
slaves in charge refusing to accompany Mr. Stanley 
to Ujiji, were part or those sent on* in the end of 
October, 1S70, at the instance of ilev Majesty's 
government, and are virtually the only stores 
worthy or the name that came to hand, besides 
those despatched by Dr. Sew.ird and myself in isna. 
And all in consequence ot Ludha and Banian slaves 
having unwittingly been employed to forward au 
expedition opposed to their slaving interests. It 
was no doubt; amiable in Br. Kirk to believe the 
polite Banians iu asserting that they would send 
stores oil" at once, and again that my wants had all 
been supplied; but it would have been better to 
Have dropped the money into Zanzibar harbor than 
trust it in their hands, because the whole iiopula- 
tion lias witnessed the opcu plunder of KngJisU 
property, and the delinquents are screened from 
justice by Bauian agents. The slaves needed no 
more tliaa a hint to plunder aud baflle. Stiereef 
aiici all tue Banian slaves wlm acted in accordance 
with toe views of their masters are now at Ujiji and 
Unyauyciubu by the connivance of the Governor, 
or, rather, Bauiun trade agent, Syde bin Salem 
llui-oschitl, who, when the wholesale plunder by 
Shereef became known, wrote to me that he (the 
Governor) had no hand iu it. I never said he had. 
However, though sorely knocked up, ill and de- 
jected, on arriving at Ujiji, 1 am now completely re- 
covered in health and spirits. I need no more 
goods, but I draw on Her Majesty's Consul at Zan- 
zibar ror £500 or the £1.000 placed at his disposal for 
me by Her Majesty's government, in order that Mr. 
Stanley may employ and send off fifty free men, but 
no slaves, from Zanzibar. I need none but them, 
and have asked Seyed Burghash to give me a good, 
honest head man, with a character that may be in- 
quired into. 1 expect them about the end of 
June and after au the delay I have endured feel 
auite exhilarated at the prospcst of doing my -work. 
Geographers will be interested to know the plan I 
propose to follow. I shall at present avoid Uji.il, and 
go about southwest from this to Fipa, which is east 
of and near the south end of Tanganyika; then 
round the same south end, only touching it again 
at Pambette; thence 
resuming the soutuwest 
course to cross the Cliambeze and proceed aloue 
tne southern shores of Lake Bangweolo, which 
being in latitude 12 degrees south, the course will be 
due west to the ancient fountains of Herodotus. 
Prom them it is about ten days north to Katanga, 
the copper mines of which have been worked ror 
ages The malachite ore is described as so abun- 
dant it can only be mentioned by the coalheavers' 
phrase, "practically inexhaustible." 
About ten davs northeast or Katanga very exten- 
sive underground rock excavations deserve atten- 
tion as very ancient, the natives ascribing their 
formation to the Deity alone. They are remarka- 
ble for all having water laid on in running streams, 
and tne inhabitants of large districts can all take 
refuge in them in case of invasion. 
Returning 


from 
them to Katanga, 
twelve days north- 
northwest, take to the southern ena of LaKe 
Lincoln. I wish to go down through it to the 
Lomani. and into Webb's Lualaba and home. I 
was mistaken in the information tnat a waterfall 
existed between Tanganyika and Albert Jfyauza. 
Tanganyika is of no interest except in a very re- 
mote degree in connection with the sources of the 
Kile, nut what if lam mistaken, too, about tlie 
ancient fountain * Then we shall sec. 
1 know the 
rivers thev-are said to form—two north and two 
south; and in battling down tlie central Hue of 
dralouge the enormous amount of wesuns it 
caused me at times to feel as if running my head 
against, a stone wall. 
It might, alter all, be the 
Congo; und who would care to run the risk or be- 
ing put Into a cannibal pot and converted Into a 
black man for anything less than the grand old 
Nile ? But when I round that Lualaba forsook its 
westing and received through Kamolondo Bartle 
Frere's great river, and mat afterwards, further 
doivn, it takes In Young's great stream througu 
Lake Lincoln, I ventured to think I was on the right 


Two great i-ivers arise somewhere on the western 
end or the watershed aud flow north—to iigypt (?). 
Two other large rivers rise In the same quarter and 
now south, as the Zambezi or Liamnai, and tlie 
Kafue Into Inner Ethiopia. Yet I spcuK with dtiii- 
dcnce, for 1 have no affinity with an untravelled 
would-be geographer, who used to swear to the 
fancies he collected from slaves till he became blue

Thopr:M» 
cannot be undervalued by competitors even who-

covered one or two hundred miles, to the actual 
discovery so far I wcul two years and MX immtin* 
without once tastlu^ tea, coffee or suaar; und. ex- 
cept at Ujlji, have fed on buffaloes, rhinoceros, ele- 
phants, hippopotami, aud cattle of that sort, and 
Have coinu to believe that English roast beer undi 
plum pudding must be the real genuine theobroiuaj, 
the food of the gods, and 1 oll'er to all successful 
competitors a giorlous fcaot of Ucvfstealus and stout.

We have two- 
marked examples or such a clas.: iu our time, and 
those are Livingstone and the HEIULD'S commis- 
sioner, Mr. Stanley. The First Napoleon was tin: 
most conspicuous example among the heroes or the 
past. Eagerly awaiting Mr. Stanley's papers, r,-e 
will close this comment on the greatest expedition 
or this centnry by tendering many soul-lelt (i.-o.i, 
sensa anlma) congratulations to him who con- 
ceived the grand enterprise tn which Mr. Stanley 
succeeded so perfectly, and to Mr. Stanley person- 
ally, who has not only honored his profession isim-ft 
than any man living or that ever lived, but who.

county, III., gives a thrilling account of the escape 
from "its keepers of the rhinoceros belonging to- 
Warner i Co.'s Menagerie and Circus on the occa- 
sion of its being brought iuto the ring for the first 
time. The showmen had prepared the animal for 
the exhibition in the ring by attaching to a ling in 
its nose two strong wire ropes, aud twenty-roar 
meu were deemed sufficient to control the beast, 
which submitted quietly to being led from the cage, 
Inn, on entering the arena, suddenly threw up its 
head and plunging madly to the right and left broke 
loose from the men and dashed forward through 
the tents. 
Its first victim was John fiollem, a canvasrnan, 
who was knocked down, and, the beast tramping 
upon Ills breast, he was killed Instantly. 
It next ran ita nose against Martin Ready, an- 
other canvasuiau, striking him in tue stomach and 
ripping out his bowels— killing aim. 
It next made a dash in the direction of the seats, 
which by this time were cleared by the frightened 
spectators, and knocked down nearly all of the 
seats on oue side of the tent, dislocating the 
shoulder or one of the employes and breaking the 
arm of a spectator. 
It then ran into the menagerie tent and upset 
Mr. Forepaugh's den of performing animals, after 
which it struck the centre pole with Its hoad. 
bringing it down with a crash upon the cages of 
the tiger and leopard, but not breaking them so as 
to allow those animals to escape. 
Dashing into the museum tent it smashed all the; 
curlosities.-starapeding all the people in the vicin- 
ity, and rushed out through the side of the canvaa. 
into the street, finally bringing up in a vacant. 
house, the door of which stood open, and here the 
men succeeded in capturing the animal and getting . 
it into a cage.

I cannot separate from yon without re- 
turning to each one of you my official thanks ror 
your fidelity to the people's cause, notwithstanding 
the depressing and excessively hot weather we have 
had for the last ten days. Your verdicts, without 
exception, have all been characterized with a wis- 
dom, 
a fairness and impartiality truly becoming a 
petit jury. You are now discharged from further 
attendance, with the congratulations or the Court. 
During the August term there were 130 prisoners 
disposed of, among whom were thirty-five burglars, 
who were convicted and sentenced for terms from 
five to twentv vears iu the State Prison. There 
were also thirteen garroters, who were sentenced 
for terms of from seven to fifteen years in the State 
Prison at Sing Sing. The balance of the calendar 
was made up of indictments against sneak thieves, 
pickpockets, shoplifters aud felonious assaults. 
The fearless and determined stand taken by 
Judge Bedford in dealing out the full penalty upon 
every convicted professional burglar will, no ooubt, 
have a telling effect and will prove most gratifying 
to householders who may now be temporarily 
absent from the city. Tho severe but just punish- 
ment innicted by the Judge upon garroters will 
also certainly have a salutarv effect and will prove 
a protection to the law-abiding citizens who may 
happen to be out late at night. The Court will open 
on Monday, the id of September, Judge Bedford 
presiding.
